MANUFACTURERS. 

A TEST CASE IN REGARD TO THE TARIFF 
~-MR. CANADAY AND HIS CREOSOTE 

COMPANY—THE NEW-YORK POLITI- 

CIANS GOING HOME. 

WASHINGTON, April 12.—During the last ses- 
sien of Congress, and when the Tariff bill was 
under consideration in the Ways and Means 
Committee, the manufacturers of worsted cloths 
made several efforts to secure a new classifica- 
tion of worsteds, so as to take them out of the 
category of woolens, paying 35 cents a pound 
and 35 per cent. ad valorem, and putting them 
in the tariff list at 40 eents a pound and 40 per 
cent. ad valorem. The Senate bill proposed a 
new classification, but the House bill made no 
chan ge from the per cent. classification. 

A fortnight ago ten importers of worsteds 
and the manutacturers of worsteds waited 
upon the Secretary of the Treasury; the import- 
ere to ask that there should be no change in 
classification, and the manufacturers asking for 
anadvance. A short time after the opposing 
interests were heard, and before the Secretary 
of the Treasury had given any intimation of his 
intention in the matter, a Philadelphia news- 
paper suggested that a good way wo bring the 
controversy to ahead would be for a Collector 
to rule in favor of the manufacturers, advance 
abe rate for worsteds, and let the imperters 
oarry the ease into the courts. The suegestion 
Was supposed to have ceme from the Treasury 
mt 9 shrew but Secretary Windom and Assisat- 
ant Secretary Tichenor promptly disavowed any 
reaéponsibility for it. 

That the suggestion was not overlooked, 
however, appears from areport from Philadel- 
phia. M. J. Granviile Leads, the new Appraiser 
of the Port, has made & Gase by advancing an 
invoice of worsteds to 40 percent. The worsteds 
were all valued af less than 80 cents per pound. 
Mr. Leads, when questioned, admitted that he 
had not consulted with the Collector in making 
the advance. The Collector, when asked about 
it, said be had not heard of it and probably 
would not until the matter came before 
him to be adjusted. At. the Treasury 
Department there is no official knowledge 
of the case, and neither Secretary Windom uor 
Assistant Secretary Tichenor can say what dis- 
position will be made of the matter at present. 
To announce the purpose of the departwent 
would be to decide the question discussed by 
the imperters and manufacturers. The Secre- 
tary has been so oecupied with discussing the 
propositions to fill offices that he has had no 
opportunity to touch the questien of rates on 
worsteds. 

Itstrikes some of the department people that 
the Philadelphia Appraiser has found a short 
cut to tariff revision, and that it will only re- 
quire astilf pretection hand at the helm to in- 
sure an advance in ail cases where there is a 
chance to give American manufacturers the 
benefit of a doubt,

Itis the general impression in Washington 
that Sergeant-at-Arms Canaday will serve the 
Senate in an official capacity only long enough 


after the next session beginsfor the Republican 
members of the ** Millionares’ Club” to agree 
upon his successer, The sworn complaint made 
against Canaday in the suitbreught by Senator 
Jonn P. Jones, ex-Senators Mahone and War- 
ner Miller, and ex-Congressman West, regard- 
ing the Carolina Oil and Crevsote Company, are 
regarded as quite guitticient to finish his career 
as Sergeant-at-Arms in spite of John Sherman 
and such other persons as May feel inclined to 
stand by him. 

Lhe charges were about the only matters 
talked of to-day among the employes of the Sen- 
ate who are still at the Capitu!, but, from Secre- 
tary McCook down, pobody would adwit any 
knowledge of Canaday’s methods of dealing 
with Senators or anybody else. The Sergeunt- 
at-Armsisnowin North Carolina, but it was 
said in his office that he would be back in a day 
ortwo. There is said to be a fair prospect that 
Mr. Canandy will have an opportunity to ex- 
plain various stories afloat concerning his 
career as & Senate ofticer, nuw the Dall has been 
started. [tis reported that, besides disp sing 
of the stock of the creosete company among 
Senators, the Sergeant-at-Arms has put himeseif 
under financial obligations to certain Senators, 
and it is conjectured that the necessity for 
meeting similar obligations in and out of the 
Senate may Dave been the cause of the pecuilar 
transactions in the creosote company’s stock 
set fourth by the complainants in theequity suit. 

There are rumors thut Senators wiil hear of 
cases Where men have been put on the pay roll 
of the Senate for the special venefit of the Ser- 
geant atArms during Summer recesses, but if 
there are such cases those who know of them 
behest probably not be anxious to make the facts 
public. 

Among those who are familiar with the ways 
ofex-Senator Manone and ex-Representative 
West there 1s cousiderabie astonishment that 
Canaday should have tried to ‘*get around 
them” in the manner descrived by the complain- 
ants. They think it shows a remarkable lack of 
discretion on his part, fur these two complaln- 
ants, 28 Well as the others, are not regarded as 
safe men to treat in that way. Senator Jones 
and his feilow-directors in the creosote cum- 
pany are credited with unusnel clemency 
in waiting until the close of the extra session 
before bringing their suit, which would have 
been doubly embarrassing to Canaday had it 
been instituted white the Senate was in sessien. 
As it is, the oase will probably be settled one 
way or another befvre Congress meets again, so 
that the Senators can act intelligently when the 
question of reorganizing the Sergeant-ai-Arme’ 
office comes up.

Senator Stockbridge went home to-day. Sen- 
ator MeMillan left here several days ago. The 
Michigan Senators have gone home in an un- 


pleasant frame of mind. They have yet to secure 
their tirst genuine favor from the new Adminis- 
tration.

** After much filling and hauling the Michigan 
Senators have indorsed Fred Maynard for Goyv- 
ernor of Alaska. That settles it. Miebigan 
will not get the place. She is getting nothing.’’ 
The paper was right. President Harrison 
named a Governor of Alaska to-day and he was 
not from Michigan. The nominees was Lyman 
E. Knapp of Middlebury, Vt. The President 
gave the Miehigan Senators to understand, 
when they pressed Maynam’s appointment 
upon him, that he believed Mr. aynard a 
worthy mano, but desired a man of much promi- 
nenee and experienee for Governor of the Ter- 
ritory. 

Ex-Senator Palmer returned here to-day. He 
will devote himseif for about ten days to post- 
ing himself in relation to his new duties as 
Minister to Spain. He will then return to De- 
troit to accept a farewell banquet, and will sail 
trom New-York about May 1. 


There was an abatement of interest to-day in 
New-York matters, Mr. T. C. Platt having gone 
home and the Butfalo men having yeturned to 


the shores of Lake Erie to await the announce- 
ment of Col. W. J. Morgan’s appointment as 
Collector.

POOR SEASON FOK OOBNERS. 











SUCH IS SAID TO BE THE IMPRESSION 
AMONG WHEAT MEN. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., April 12.—The present 
crop year, Cel. Rogers of the Market Record said 
to-day, will go inte history as one of the meat 
important speculative seasons the wheat trade 
has ever witnessed. General prices ef wheat 
and its products all over the world had declined 
for several years and had become so depressed 
that speeulation had almest ceased. The Win- 
ter wheat crop suffered severely from unfavor- 
able weather during the previous month anda 
general shortage was estimated. The Summer 
of 1888 in the Spring wheat sections was unus- 
ual for vigorous growth of Spring wheat and 
for numerous rains, causing serious prospects 


for the plant on account of the rust. Blight 
foilowed in ali sections of Minnesota and Dakota, 
and when an early frest overtook the unripe 
wheat in the north it becamea certainty that 
the crep would be greatly shortened. 

It was in these causes that the strength in 
wheat had its inception in the West. From a 
total crop estirnated at 6V,000,000 bushels: in 
Minnesota and Dakota, 30,000,000 busnels have 
already been recoived in this city, which, if the 
estimate was correct, after taking out 15,000,- 
000 for bread and seed, would leave but 
15,000,000 bushels more for all other markets, 
for all other purposes. Duluth has taken iz a 

roximately 5,000,000 bushels, leaving on.

It follows that the wheat crop of 1888 in Min- 
nesota and Dakota was, as usual, underesti- 
mated, and it is that miscalculation, perhaps, 
that has proken up a dispositien to run a May 
wheat cornerin Chicagoand Minneapolis. As 
in all other enterprises, eertain conditions must 
be present to insure success. Among the condil- 
tions requisite for a successful wheat corner are 
long lines of short wheat and stocks that are 
not within the reach of shorts, 

The poor demand for wheat to turn into 
flour during the Winter and the underrating of 
the 1888 production have left a great deal of 
available wheat tobe run into a market arbi- 
trarily forced up, and the two eombined have 
brought into play such resources that a success- 
ful corner is highly improbable in May, and in 
July also, except the surplus wheat is firat re- 
ponte by lower values than those of the pres- 
ent time.

He saw enough night 
before last te convince him that the man was a 
thief, although he had notseen him put any 
mail in his pockets. 

Wednesday night, while on his pereh, Mr. 
Boyntvun saw the carrier pinching several let- 
ters with his finyers, evidently for the purpose 
of determining whether they contained money. 
Doyle took the letters from the pigeon hole to 
which they were assorted for his route, and 
carried them to his case for tae purpose of sort- 
ing his mail. After he came to his ease a special 
Gelivery boy hung about him for a time and 
then the Garrier sent him away, evidently for 
the purpose of trying to get ridof him,

WORK OF HUNGRY FLAMES. 


FARMERS LOSE EVERYTHING BUT THEIR 
LAND AND THEIR LIVES. 

BISMARCK, Dakota, April 12:—Reports of 
losses by prairie fires in this section of the Ter- 
ritory are slowly coming in. There are many 
remote country districts to hear from, and it is 
thought that the lossis great. Three distinet 
prairie fires were started between Monoken and 
Bismarck, and it is claimed by the farmers that 
they were caused by sparks from an engine on 
the Northern Paeific; in fact, there are men 
whe say they saw the fire start, and know it 
was from an engine. 

One tire was started about a mile and a quar- 
ter west of Monokev. When the fire reached 
Apple Creek it was hoped that it would be 
checked, but the stream made no impression. 
The fire leaped across itin a hundred piaces 
and swept op. It went north 14 miles. The 
wind changed and the tire went sweeping west. 

Immediately after a goodly portion of this 
county was thoroughly burn over, & high 
wind set in, blowing at the rate of 70 miles an 
heur. Asbes and cinders from the burned 
prairte completely tilled the air. A great muny 
haystacks were demoratized and buildings un- 
reofed. Marcus Marguilles, who had a home- 
stead in the Jewish colony of this county, lost 
everything he had by fire, not even savinga 
covering for his head or shoes for his feet. 

It is learned that Marguilles was burning off 
some weeds around bis house and stables and 








r he supposed he had all the fire out and every- 


thing perfeotly safe when he went into dinner. 
While at dinner one of his little girls discoverea 
the barn vn fire. She ae gave the 
alarm and the family rushed out to find the fire 
beyond their control, the stables, house, and 
granary being almost enveloped in flames. The 
fire spread so rapidly that nothing whatever 
could be saved, aud soon the buildings were in 
ruins.

THE VOLUNTEER AGAIN 


THE VALKYRIE MUST MEET 
OUR FASTEST YACHT. 
SPEED, NOT SIZE, TO SETTLE THE 
CHOIQE—AT LEAST THREE RACES, 

ALL OVER THE OUTSIDE COURSE. 

The America’s Cup, ‘the coveted trophy 
held so long by the New-Yerk Yacht Club, will 
be defended this year by the Volunteer. The 
Volunteer is to-day regarded as the fastest 
among American yachts, and her claim to this 
distinction. is as likely to be as good when the 
time approaches for the great international 
race as it is to-day, unless, indeed, somebody 
should meanwhile build a boat that can wrest 
the distinction from the Thistle’s famous cen- 
queror. 

The Cup Committee of the New-York Yacht 
Club met yesterday afternoon and agreed upon 
some of the most important questions con- 
nected with the proposed race. in the first 
place, it was ‘to be decided from what class of 
yachts America’s representative should be 
chosen to sail against the Valkyrie. This sub- 
ject has been a theme for much discussion, peo- 
ple failing many times to agree whother the 
New-York Yacnt Club should meet the Valkyrie 
with a boat of her own class—a seventy footer— 
or should match against her the fastest yacht 
designed and builtin this country, irrespective 


ofsize, The committee decided upon the latter 
course, and, in doing so, it acted, it is believed, 
in A ama with the general public senti- 
men 

But this decision was not reashed withont 
Opposition. Several gentlemen on the Cup 
Committee were strongly in favor of choosing 
the seventy-foot class as the one in which to 
find an opponent for the Valkyrie. The ma- 
jority rules in such cases, however, and the 
result is that the fastest yacht will be seleeted. 

Although Gen. O. J. Paine’s famous Volunteer 

is Gunsidered the fastest yacht in America she 
will not be made the cup’s defender without 
trial races. The Volunteer will have to givea 
seventy-foot buat a big time allowance, ana if 
@ boat of the seventy foot class defeats the Vol- 
unteer and all other yachts with the sid of the 
time allowance given by the New-Yerk Yacht 
Club’s rules, that yacht will be selected by the 
committee to sail in the international race, 
+ The Volunteer would have to give the Val- 
kyrie andall of the heme severnty-footers in 
the trials abeut 13% minutes’ time allowance 
over a forty-Knot cuurse, New-York Yacht 
Club measurement and table. It may be that 
several! members of the New-York Yacht Club 
will take itinto thelr heads to build a seventy- 
footer in hopes of beating ail other yacnts, but 
itis thought that, as the Volunteer is almost 
@ sure winner in any event and will undoubted- 
ly be entered in the trials by some one, the 
members of the club will hardly feel inclined 
totry the experiment. If aseventy-foot boat 
is constructed andis successful it will mark an- 
other triumph for Ameriean designers and 
sailors. ye 

Gen. Paine declares that he has no intention 
of putting the Volunteer into commission, but 
in the opinion of all yachtsmen here he would 
be willing she should be used by the New-York 
Yacht Club. At any rate sbe is for sale, and the 
price Gen. Paine puts upon her would probably 
not stand in the way of ber sailing. 

At the meeting of the New-Yerk Yacht Club 
on Thursday evening Messrs. A. E, Bateman 
and T. W. Pearsall offered te build a seventy- 
footer in case it would not have to sail against 
the Volunteer in the triais. If the Volunteer is 
to be eutered they do not propose to builda 
boat. In tke Seawanhaka Corinthian Yacht 
Club there is a proposition to build a seventy- 
footer by subscription. The members are aux- 
10U8 to be In at the trials with a yacht, but when 
they learn the action of the Cup Committee, 
they, too, may change their minds. 

Toe Cup Committee was diviied on the num- 
ber of races to be sailed. The Ear! of Dunraven, 
in his letter to the Secretary of the New-York 
Yacht Club, which accompanied the challenge, 
suggested that the match be decided by the 
best three out of five races. He aiso asked that 








committee gave: thess propositiuns a good 
deal- of attention, aud finatty decided in 
favor of both . of. them. of the 
committeemett were members of thé committee

This will not interfere 
with the race, however, for the Earl of Dun- 
raven adds in his letter that the New-York 
Yacht Club’s time allowance Will be satisfac- 


tory. * 

The Cup Committee has been given power to 
arrange all the details of the race. It will dr- 
range them as 800n as possible and carry them 
out as the yachting season progresses. A full 
and complete answer to the challenge, giving 
be decisions of. the Cup Committee, will prob- 
ably be sent to the Secretary ef the Royal Yacht 
Squadron early next week. :

ALL ABOUT OKLAHOMA. 


THE ORIGINAL “‘ BOOMERS” DESCRIBED 
AS LAW-ABIDING INNOCENTS. 

Topeka, Kan., April 12.—Capt. W. L. Couch, 
the Oklahoma boomer, isin the eity. He 
denies that hundreds of beomers are still hid in 
the timber south of the Cherokee strip. He 
eald: “The old boomers, being familiar with 
the country and surveys, and having located 
their claims, took good counsel: and got out 
early. A lot of new-comers hung on to 
get-the lay of theltand The soldiers will tell 
you the men they are having trouble with now 
are those who hope to stay long enough to 
familiarize themselves with the country and to 
pick out claims and town sites. The old 
boomers have satisfattory plans formed for 
getting on the ground among the first. 

**Lieut. Adair tola me on Monday that he was 
satistied there would be an order calling all the 
border troops to the line of Oklanoma proper 
on April 19, giving people with teams time to 
cross the strip. There is no justice in allowing 
people to stay’ on the seuthern line of Oklaho- 
ma at Purcell while those on the north are shut 
out of the strip. I am satisfied such an outrage 
wiil not be allowed, 

‘There will be plenty of saloons in Oklahoma, 
They will be in every town the first 24 hours. 
Every oue of the keepers will be arrested, too. 
Any one can get a license te sell liquor in the 
Territory, but this license only protects the 
seller so far as the internal reveiue laws 
are concerned, not irom violations of 
special statutes relating to the Territory. 

ou could always get a Government 
stamp to sell in the Territory, but it hasn’t 
been healthy to sell I think the saloon busi- 
ness will hinge on a judicial decision as to 
whether the prociamation of the President 
making the country public domain relieves it 
from the special laws excluding whisky from 
the Indian country. Salvons, I know, will 
greatly augment the bility of trouble. 

“There will no doubt be hundreds ef Depaty 
Marshals all over Oklahoma. The soldiers will 
have no authority. Lieut. Adair tells me after 
12 o’elock noon on April 22 he could not be 
calied on to do any service in Oklahoma with- 
out @ special Presidential order. The authority 
of the military without special order only ap- 
plies under statute to conntry aetually occu- 
pied by Indians or reserved for Gevernment 
purposes; so the United States Marshals will be 
the only dependence for peace.”

‘I am inclined to think, however, 
that when aferson was already within these 
lands at the Gate of the approval of the act by 
proper authority his presence there should not 
be regarded as a Violation of this provision of 
the act.” 

Commissioner Stockslager to-day said that 
he was of the opinion that fully 100,000 per- 
sons would enter Oklahoma Within a month 
after April 22. For these 100,000 people, said 
the Commissiener, there are only avout 10,000 
homesteads which may be entered under the 
President’s proclamation. The inevitable result 
of this tremendous influx, the Commissioner 

‘thought, would be a great many contests, and 
probably some personal conflicts. A further 
result, he feared, would be the spreading. of 
this immense surplus ever the oining Indian 
lands from which it would be difficult to dis- 
lodge them witheut much trouble and possibly 
some bloodshed. ff the Commission appointed 
to treat with the Cherokees for a ceasion of the 
Cherokee outlet could complete their labors 
within the next few months so that the new 
tract might be open to settlement before Con- 
gress again meets, this might, and probably 
would, relieve the pressure.

A leading vessel owner was decidedly pessi- 
mistic when asked his views on the marine out- 
look. ‘See here,” he said, “figuree will tell, 
and here are some. Take a ninety-thousand- 
bushel steamer, givé her a fifty-cent coal rate 
to Chieago and a two-snd-a-quarter-cent corn 
rate back, the present rates, and all the profit I 
can figure out of that is $500 for a round trip, 
or $6, for @ season as the earnings of a 
steamer worth $150,000, and you have made 
no provision for accidents either. Last year 
boats of that size cleared $2,500 a trip.” 

There is also a great deal of kicking over in- 
surance rates. While freight rates are low, in- 
surance rates are high. 





MR. SHEEHAN’S BIG PROJECT. 
BUFFALO, N, Y., April 12.—Secretary John C. 
Sheehan of the New-York Aqueduct Commission 
has given birth to a scheme that he hopes will 
give Buffalo a new harbor and himself many

PRICH TWO ORNTS 
DESERTED AND SINKING 


THE DANMARK ABANDONED 
IN MIDOOBAN. 

THE STEAMER FOUND, BUT NO CLUE TO 
THE MANY PASSENGERS AND CREW, 
BETWEEN 700 AND 800 IN NUMBER. 

QUEENSTOWN, April 12.—The Inman Line 
steamer City of Chester, Capt. Bond, from 
New-York April 2, for Liverpool, arrived hera 
to-day. 

She reports that, April 8, in latitude 46° 
north, longitude 37° west, she passed the 
Danish steamer Danmark, from Christiania, 
Copenhagen, &c., for New-York. The Danmark 
had been abandoned by her crew. Her stern 
was Jevel with the sea, and her bow stood high 
out of the water. She was apparently sinking. 

The Danmark was a vessel of 2,260 tons, and 
belonged to the Tningvalla Line. She was com- 
mande: by Capt. Knudsen. Sbe was formerly 
the Belgian steamer Jan Breydel. She waa 
a bark-rigged vessel, and was 340 feet leng, 40 
feet in breadth, and 26 feet deep. She was 
built at Newcastle, England, in 1880. aka 

The Danmark had 549 passengers aboard 
when she left Christiania. 








Very meagre was the news which reached 
this city yesterday as to the loss of the Dan- 
mark. Funeh, Edye & Co. of 27 William-street, 
agents of the Thingvalila Line, to which the lost 
steamer belonged, received their first tntima- 
tion of the disaster through a cable dispateh 
received by the Maritime Exchange early in the 
morning and at once cabled the home office at 
Copenhagen for fuller particulars. 

The only reply received by them was the fol- 


lowe ane cable, which was handed Mr. H. 
Ww. O. ye late in the afternoon: 

“City of Chester, at Queenstown, reports passed 
derelict steamer Daumark Monday, April & Decks 
aft and saiis in pieces. Cream funnel, biack top, 
broad white banti in centre with blaex star. Lati- 
tude 45° 65’ vorth, longitude 37° 16/ west.” ‘ 

This dispatch set at rest the belief that per 
haps the vessel passed by the City of Chester 
was the Denmark of the National Line, which is 
due here in a couple of days, for the description 
js exactly that of the Danmark. 

Further than this soufirmation of the earlier 
dispatch absolutely nothing about the aban- 
dened vessel was heard by her agents yester- 
day. Allof the passengers on board, of whom 
there were 650, were. steerage passengers—im- 
migrants—so far as is known, and very few of 
them have friends in tnis city. Therefore the 
office of the agents was not filled with anxious 
inquirers after friends on board. Only one man, 
Whose name was learned, made inquiries in 
that direction, and be was Morris Stover, a 
farmer from Massachusetts, who had eome ta 
this city to meet his sweetheart, Marie Miiller, 
to whom he was to have been married just as 
soon as she reached here on the Danmark. 
Stover was overcome when he heard the news, 
but he finally left the place with a strong feel- 
ing of hope in his breast. 

Of the identity of the seven hundred or more 
ersons on board the Danmark practically noth. 
ng could be learned here yesterday. Mr. John 
Rath, the General Passenger Agent of the line, 
received a cable just after the steamer’s depart- 
ure from Christiansand saying that the number 
on board was 650, and thatis all thatis known 
about them except that the majority were 
Scaniinavians, Norwegians, ap? Danes, ali 
poor people who were to seek their fortunes in 
this great refuge for such people. 

And of the crew aimost as little is known 
from the fact that it is made up on the other 
side, where the record is kept, and where only 
the names of the men areregistered. The nuti- 
ber of men employed On the steamer, however, 
is between 50 and 60, and the Captain of the 
vessel is Capt. 0. B. Kundsen, an old and ex- 
ag ee: seaman. The hame of his first officer

That any of the persons abeard the Danmark 
were lost is not believed. Itis argued that the 
very fact of thastsamer’s bezng seen aflvat, be 
she never ; ls eutticient evidence 
to warrant the belief thateverybody was saved. 
So long as there was anything on which te 
stand no oneon the ship would leave her ex- 
cept they were very sure of being pickea up. 
There is no reason to believe that the Danmark 

been 1n collision wito any other vessel, and 
even if she had, somebody would bave remained 
to tel’ the tale. It is believed that the vessel, 
having become disabled through some cause as 
yet unknown, her crew and passengers were 
taken off by some steamer which has net yet 
reached her port, and that they are all safe and 
well and will be heard fromin the course of @ 
very few days, cither iu Eurepe or in America. 
The Danmark was fully equipped with small 
boats and life rafts, and it is not believed possi- 
ble that under the circumstances any liveg 
could have been lost. 

Putting aside tne possibility of acollision hav- 
ing eccurred, several theories as to the accident 
which actually befell the Danmark have been 
advanced. In the light of the information 
eonveyed in the cable message to Mr. Edye, the 
most probable of these theories is that the ves- 
sel was disabied by the “ racing” of her screw. 
This is an accident not uncommon to ocean 
steamers, and only oecurs during heavy gales. 
The vessel in sach a storm pitches heavily, and 
her stern being raised at times high in the air, 
the screw is lifted out of the water and, relieved 
ot the strain and impelled by the same tremen- + 
dous power, Whirls around with such rapidity 
as to break the rod. The theory in this case 
is that the Danmark was caught in one of the 
northeasterly gales which have prevailed re- 
cently and had her screw broken and hurled 
with such force against her hull under the water 
line as to crush it in; that being unmanageable, 
owing to the loss,of her screw, she Grifte 
about, gradually becoming waterlogged, an 
that finally her passengers and crew were taken 
eff and she was left to her fate. 

The Thingvaila Line has been very unfortu- 
nate within the past few months in its vessels. 
Last Autumn two of its steam-hips—the Geiser 
ana the Thingvalia—came in collision neur the 
Newfoundland banks and the Geiser was lost, 
taking down with her over one hundred of those 
aboard ef her. The Thingvalla was badly in- 
jured, but succeeded in reaching shore, and was 
subseguently made whole again at considerable 
expense. 

The Danmark is an iron vessel of a tonnage of 
3,414 tons gross and 2,547 tons net Sheis 340 
feet long, of 40 feet beam, and of 26 feet depth 
of hold. She was built at Newcastle, England, 
ip 1880, by C. Mitenell & Co., for the White 
Cross Line, and was first ealled the Jan Breydel. 
She was a three-master, with three decks and an 
awning deck, and haa tive water-tight pulk- 
heads. Her engines were the ola compound cyl- 
inder engines, with a piston stroke of 48 inches. 
She was. regarded as a first-class, Le empty 
vessel, and is ranked in British Lioyds as 10 
Al—the highest rating. 

The Thingvalia Company had been negotiat- 
ing for her purchase, and after the loss of the 
Geiser they completed the negotiation. The 
pace aid for her is notdivalged, but something 
ike $150,000 was spent in putting her in com- 
plete repair, and she is now said to be worth 

\ . She is fully insured. 

The vessel was refitted at Copenhagen and 
made her first trip in her new form from that 
port to New-York in November of last year. 
Bhe returned in December, and since Jan. 1 of 
this year remained at Copenhagen until she was 
made ready tor this, her third and her unlucky, 


voyage. : 

Bhe sailed from Stettin, Copenhagen, Chris- 
tlania, and Christiansand, leaving the last- 
named port op March 26, and she was due to 
arrive here on last Wednesday or Thursday. 
Her cargo, which was not a heavy one, con- 
sisted in the main of dvextrine, wood pulp, 
spelter, ehicory, skins, and rags, and, it is pre- 
sumed, was fully insured. 

The steamship Eider of the North German 
Lloyd arrived yesterday, but her master had 
heard nothing of the Danmark’s accident. Tne 
Aller of the same line is due to arrive this 
morning, and the Thingvaila agents expect to 
get some news by her. She carries the United 
States mail, in which, in all probability, will be 
the fall passenger list of the Danmark.

APRIL 80—-ATTACK ON BALFOUR. 

LONDON, April 12.—aAt the session of the Par- 
oelj Commission to-day Sir Charles Russell con- 
cluded his speech in defense of the Parnellites. 
He undertook to show that the money Mr. Par- 
nell gave Byrne, which the prosecution alleged 
was given for the purpose of enabling Byrne to 
escape, Was meant by Mr. Parnell to be used for 
the ordinary purposes of the National League, 
and that Mr. Parnell did not know that Byrne 
was in peril of arrest. 

The court, Sir Charles said, in concluding his 
epeeoh, was trying the history of the Irish 
revolution. He asked that fair and generous 
consideration be given it. If prosperity was 
returning to Ireland, thanks bé to God, bus 
“ affairs were unhealthy in that country where 
the people consiaered the imprisoned members 


of the House of Commons heroes and martyrs. 
Sir Charles declared that he did net speak 
merely as the advoeate of the accused members 
of the House of Commons, but for the land of 
his birth, and, he believed, in the best interests 
of England. The inquiry, which bee « intended 
Lo be a curse, had beén a Dlessing. It had been 
designed for the purpose of ruining one man, 
but had proved the means of hie vindication. 

In his peroration, which lasted half an heur, 
Sir Charies Russell said: “In opening our case 
I said that we represented the accused. The po- 
sitions are now reversed. The accused sit there. 
{Pointing with indignant scorn at Mr. Walter 
and Mr. Macdonald of the /imes.] This inquir 
will not only vindicate individuals, but it wi 
remove all misevnception of the character, 
action, and motives of the Irish people an 
their leaders. It will set earnest, honest minds 
to thinking, and will hasten true. union and 
effect a true recenciliatien. It will dispel the 
weighty cloud that has darkened the history of 
a noble race and dimmed the glory of a mighty 
empire.” 

fnere was a sensation in the court room when 
Sir Charles concluded his speech. It is the gen- 
eral opinion of his hearers that he never spoke 
better. When he had finished, Presiding Jus- 
tive Hannen passed a sote to him, in which he 
said: “I congratulate you. Your speech was @ 
xreat one and worthy of & great occasion.” 
Mrs. Gladstone and other friends warmly con- 
gratulated Sir Charles Russell and Mr. Parnell 
and Mr. Davitt 

The court adjourned to April 30. The Arch- 
bishops of Dubiia and Cashel will be among the 
witnesses who will teatify for the defense. 

In the House of Commons this evening Prof. 
Stuart (Radical) asked Mr, Baifour, the Chief

Paris, April 12.—When the Senate met to-day 
the President read the decree constituting that 
body a tribuual for the trial of Gen, Boulanger, 
Count Dillon, and M. Rochefort. The Procureur 
Général, Quesnay de Beaurepaire, then read a 
statement setting forth the grounds upon which 
the prosecution of the accused is basea. 

When the reading was concluded, the Senate 
went into secret session and the public with- 
drew. The Senators had been requested to 
appear in evening dress for the occasion. This 
request was ignored by the members of the 
Right, all of whom wore frock evats. The mem- 
bers of the Left were attired in evening dress 
and wore white cravats. A motion from the 
Right declaring that there was no ground for a 
judicial inquiry into the conduct of Boulanger 
‘was rejected by a vote of 209to 56. The Senate 
then resolved, by a vote of 210 to 55, to proceed 
immediately with his trial. Thereupon the 
deors were reopened and the publie session was 
reaumed. M. Leroyer read the decree authoriz- 
ing the Senate to sitasa court and directing 
the trial to proceed. . 

The following commission has been appoint- 
ed to conduct the trial: Senators Merlin, Cazot, 
Cerdelet, Trarieux, Munier, de Marcdre, Demdle, 
Lavertujon, Morellet, and Humbert.

WHERE HENS DO TRESPABS. 


NOT MUCH TO FOUND A LEGISLATIVE 


REPUTATION ON. 

HARTFORD, April 12.—It had begun to look as 
if, in the words of one of its members, the pres- 
ent Legislature of Connecticut would go down 
to posterity as remarkable for nothing but 
fining the parents of smoking boys and owners 
of trespassing hens and for a willingness to let 
murderers go free, 

One or two excellent temperance measures 
have been passed by the House and the Senate 
will concur in the action, Among them is a bill 
providing that no premises where intoxicating 
liquor is sold shall, during the time such sale 
is prohibited by law, be ebstructed by any 
curtain, sereen, or other device, The meas- 


ure is “aimed at the violators: of the Sun- 
day liquor law, and the friends of the 
law are jubilant at the result. Another moas- 
uré which has made the friends of temperance 
happy is that which the House has presse pro- 
bibiting the issuing of licenses to sell intoxicat- 
ing liquor to any man who has ever been con- 
vieted of vielation of the law concerning the 
sale of intoxivating liquor. A third measure to 
whioh also the House has given its sanotion, 
aimed at the liquor men, prevides that all clubs 
in towns which do not license the sale of liquor, 
which sell liquer to members or others, shail be 
deemed eommon nuisances and shall be oper to 
prosecutjon under that head. 
The petitions of various elties for consolida- 
tion or division has occupied no little attention. 
The staid old village of Farmington wishes to 
be divided from its more bustiing neighbor, 
Unionville... Both tewns are now under one 
government. Unionville objects vigorously, 
and a sturdy fightis in progress. The request 
of Ansonia to be set off from Derby has been 
ranted by the Senate, and will be by the House, }, 
espite the wailing of large delegations frem 
Derby. Bridgeport has been given permission 
by both branches of the Legislature to consoli- 
date her town and city Gevernment, and New- 
Haven is in the throes attendant vpon an effort 
to bring about the same result. The idea meet

Many of the taxpayers 
of Connectivuat think that the commission has 
outlived its usefulness and that it is now simply 
a drain upon the State Treasury. The sommis- 
sion was established for the purpose of laying 
out oyster grounds and of settling disputes be- 
tween oystermen.

The movement in favor 
of abolition has been led by Henry O. Rowe of 
New-Haven, probably the largest oyster dealer 
in the United States. The Committee on Fish- 
eries, who have the matter before them, will 
doubtiess report a compromise measure. 
Leading professors at Yale and Wesleyan have 
advocated strongly the preparation of a topo- 
graphical map of Oonnectieut Prof. William D, 
Brewer, Prof. James D. Dana, Prof. Edward L. 
Dana, and Prof. Othniel O. Marsh of Yale and 
Prof. Rice of Wesleyan have all, either person- 
ally or by letter, addressed the Judiciary Com- 
mittee upon the subject.

A RAID ON JULY. WHEAT BY THE BEAR 


CROWD AND A RUSH TO COVER. : 
CuicaGo, April 12.—Fair animation character- 
ized the markets om ’Ohange to-day and interest 
was unabated in both grain and provisions. 
The principal features of the day were a raid 
on July wheat by the bear crowd and the cover- 
ing by shorts in the less deferred futures, May 
selling up 314 cents from the opening andshowing 


a net gain for the day of 15g cents. There was quite 
a flurry in oats and the May option declined 
sharply, but July held steady and tirm. ‘Old 
Hutch” oreated a genuine sensation early in 
the session by starting an old-fashioned boom 
in May wheat and putting the price up 31, cents 
above yesterday’s closing figures in less than 
half an hour after the opening. 

There is still a rather large short interest in 
that option, and it was an easy matter to run 
the price up to 8942 cents, For the first time 
in several days May attracted more attention 
than July, and the iatter failed to follow the 
former in its wild, upward movement, open- 
ing %3 cent lower, at 8253 sents. Jones, Ken- 
nett, and Hopkins were selling, but there was a 
good demand from the Trego and Hutehinsen 
crowd, and shortly after 10 o’cloox July sold at 
831g cents. Befora the noon hour was reached 
it had fallen to 8114 cents, but later advanced 
to 815g cents. Schwartz & Dupee were good 
buyers, and the big July shorts covered a good 
deal, making, meanwhile, @ show of selling 
through Stauffer. 

Lave in the day Cudahy was a prominent 
seller, and Schwartz & Dupee and Kennett and 
Hopkins sold freely, while Linn was a good 
buyer, May wheat closed at 88 eents and July 
at 81% cents, showing an advance to-day of 15g 
cents in the former anda deeline of 1 centin 
the latter.

THE INVENTOR’S SON DIED THIS WEEK 


1) CONNECTICUT. 

NeEw-HaveEx, Conn., April: 12.—George Terry, 
the New-Haven patent attorney, who died sud- 
denly of apoplexy in his office Monday night, 
was a son of Eli Terry, the father of American 
clock making. Mr. Terry was 65 years of age, & 
graduate of Yale, in 1840. He never married. 
Among his surviving classmates are ex-Gov. 
Charies R. Ingersoll of New-Haven, Prof, Hop- 
pin of Yale, Judge Booth of Chicago, the Rey. 
Dr. Henry M. Goodwin, and the Rey. Dr. Henry 
a Dexter, Inthe Class of ’40 were also the 
ate President Geerge Thatcher of Iowa Col- 
lege and the Kev. Dr. Lavalette Perrin, who 
Was killed in the Oentral Hotel explosion at 
Hartford. Mr. Terry, when a young man, in- 
curred the displeasure of his father and was cut 
off from his inheritance with a small yearly 
allowance. In his limited patent business he 
was very suceessfa). 

Eli Terry, father of the deceased attorney, 
was the founder of what is now theSeth Thomas 
Clock Company of Thomaston, the force 
establishment of the kind in the world. 
Terry, with a jackknife and’a saw, made the 
first wooaen clock ever made in Ameriea at 
Terryville, Litchfield County. He began the 
business in 1793. In 1800 he employed two 
young men to help him. Atthattime the bus- 
Iness was so enlarged that the works for one or 
two dozen clocks were cut out ata time. before 
putting them together. Mr. Terry, when he had 
@ small stock of clocks ready, would make a 
trip to what was then called “The New Coun- 
try,” just acress the lower Hudson, and sel the 
clocks for about $25 each. That price was for 
the movement alone. 

In 1807 Mr. Terry fitted up a mill with 
machinery and took a large contpact to make 
clocks for Waterbury capitalists. 16 was then 
that he began to accumulate his fortune, Jt 
was a glorious time for bim when in 1808 he be- 
gap the works for 500 clocks at once. Previous 
to that time the wheels had been marked out 
with square and compass and the teeth cut with 
avery tinesaw. Mr. Terry made the patterns 
and mauaged the business, but left his work- 
nen to do the mechanical parts and went him- 
self to peddle clocks from house to house. He 
eften carried back to Terryville salt pork and 
farm produce in yarmrat for the timepieces. 
At that time Mr. Terry was very poor, but 25 
years later he was worth $200,000, 
The business was sold out in 1810 to Seth 
Thomas and Silas Hoadley, two of Terry’s lead- 
ing mechanios, and Mr. Terry aevoted himself 
to invention and improvements. Other con- 
cerns sprang up at about this time, and the 
rice of elocks was reduced from $25 to $10 and 
5. The great family of Yankee clook peddlers 
grew out of the competition of the manufact 
urers, and with two or three clocks in their sad- 
dlebags they started out to the regious of the 
then far West and South. 

The business was revolutionized in 1814 by 
an invention of Mr. Terry, a shelf ocloek of 
wood, which superseded the old-fashioned hang- 
up clock, This clock wag patented and ealled 
the “pillar seroil-top case” Mr. Terry sold 
this patent to Seth Thomas for $1,000. The 
incomes of Terry ana Thomas at this time 
were from $15,000 to $20,000 each, and together 
they made about 7,000 clocks a year. Terry’s 
inventions would have made him immensely 
rich if he had had a proper appreciation of 
their importance. Seth Thomas was a shrewd 
business man, and he made the most of Terry’s 
talents, paying. for the patents what were then 
large prices, but from those patents he realized 
the wealth which is new divided among his 
descendants. Terry and his sons began the 
manufacture of locks and iron castings, and 
none of the family is nowin the clock bdsi- 
ness, which has developed into oneof the great- 
est industries of New-England and gives sup- 
pert to dozens of thriving villages.

CHARGES AGAINST UNITED STATES OF- 


FICIALS LONG SUSPECTED. 

Port TOWNSEND, Washington, April 12,—The 
United States Grand Jury have found twenty- 
five indictments against William Harned, ex- 
Special Deputy Collector; eleven against Her- 
port F. Beecher, ex-Treasury Agent, and twelve 
against Quincy A. Brooks for stealing from the 
Government. Recerd and accounts have been 
thoroughiy overhauled and presented to the 
Grand Jury for tho first time in many years 
by Government officials especially sent eut from 


Washington by the department to make per- 
Sonal investigation of the many eharges pre- 
ferred by press and publi. 
ast January Leslie Cullom, Aeting Collector, 
and L, L. Lupton, First Auditor of the depart- 
ment, commenc the investigation. Special 
Treasury Agent Crowley had previously par- 
tially examined the customs accounts and dis- 
missed Harned. The records were examined, 
going as far back as mo The first thin 
found was that vessels had been overcharge 
in entrance ard clearance and private re- 
eeipts issued. The Governmen receipts 
came out of what was called the 
“Blue Book,’ many of the pages being 
destroyed and white receipts issued instead. By 
this method vessels were swindled out of small 
sums, amounting to a few dollars each, which 
aggregated many thousand dollars per year. In 
another part of the records was found where a 
pore’ Was charged in some instances man 
undred dollars more than credited, An inel- 
dent was cited when the British steamer Sardo- 
ny was charged $920, only $320 was ag te the 
Government. Another vessel paid $225 and 
was credited with $165. Wa-Chong of Seattle 
aid $1,825 and was credited with $1,641. Two 
housand “biue” or Government receipts were 
found in a mutilated oondition concealed in 
various parts of the offiee. F 
The largest steal discovered was for duties 
paid on the cargo of the British bark Madeira 
trom Liverpool last June. Duty te the amount 
of $6,088 was paid, and the Government re- 
ceived $5,044. The records, however, indicated 
that no money was paid during the month. One 
of the consignees, James Griffiths, claimed to 
have paid Harned the amount. Harned ac- 
knowledaged Sy pr oprtatiog money, and teok 
&® bag containing $2,000 to make up 
the deficiency to Acting OColleetor Cnil- 
‘loom to make good his accounts. The 
clerk of the district at Seattle holds receipts 
for $1,660, and only $373 is credited to the 
Government fer the entire menth. Harned ad- 
rita getting the money, but could not account 
for the same. The master of the barkentine 
Amelia paid a fine of $100, of which there is 
nothing to show on the records. After Harned 
Was dismissed over $12,000 was found in 
various parts of the office secreted under the 
a in flower-pots, pigeon holes, and other 
places. 
Records of the daily receipts during the latter 
part of Bescher’s time are also missing from the 
office. In addition, the other records up to 
the time of Harned’s dismissal last November 
are also gone, making it impossible to accurate- 
ly determine the deficits. Brooks is short 
$15,000 in aadition to illegal fees collected 
amounting to another $15,000, All are 
specifieally charged with oextortien, re- 
moving public records, and falsifying accounts. 
There are 688 opium stamps missing, valued at 
$5 each, besides a large number of Chinese re- 
turn certificates, which have disappeared since 
the passage of the Chinese restriction act. 
Harned and Beecher will be arrested to-morrow 
and placed under $5,000 bonds, They refuse 
to make any statements. Brooks is in Washing- 
ton. Harned is worth $40,000, and has many 
Warm personal friends on Puget Sound. 


AN OLD BUILDING FALLS. 
Anumber of years ago Henry Hart, the 
President of the Third-Avenue Railroad Compa- 
ny, did business in anjold-fashioned building at 
185 and 137 Park-row. After he beeame inter- 
ested in the railroads of the city the old build- 
ing, which belenged to him, was torn down, ex- 


cept the first story, and that tumbled dewn dur- 
ing the shower last night. What had been left 
of the building consisted of heavy stone lintels 
12 Inehes square, resting on six stone uprights 
10 feet in length, and of the same diameter as 
the lintels. 

When the squall began at 7:10 last night 
Nicholas Zumaris, a Greek living at 138 Park-

TRE YANTIC IN THE WRONG PLAOE. 
There appears to be some clash between 
the navy regulations governing the anchorage 
of mep-of-war in New-York Harbor and the re- 
cent law emanating from the Treasury Depart- 
ment and enacted by Congress. This fact became 
apparent yesterday when the anchorage patrol 


steamer Talisman was.making her rounds and 
found the United States corvette Yantic an- 
chored outside the limits. By a recent order 
received by Capt. Tozier, United States Revenue 
Marine, it became his duty to inform the Yan- 
tic’s commander that he was improperly 
berthed. 

The Yautic lay in the North River off Twenty- 
sixth-street, whereas, according to the recent 
anchorage laws, she must lay not south of 
Thirty-fifth-street. This having to anehor north 
of Thirty-tifth-street will be very inconvenient 
for naval officers, and they are not slow to blame 
Lieut. Hunker, United States Navy, who plotted 
the grounds, with having made the berths about 
as undesirable as possible.

From the Lendon Daily News, 
Madrid is preparing to render tardy hom- 
age to the memory of a great Spaniard. . The 
mania for seeking out forgotten mediocrities 
and according them the doubtful dignity ofa 
statue, so widespread just now in France, has 
not spread across the Pyrenees. The fame of!’ 
Gova is established and needs no such recogni- 


tien. Heis among the few painters who have 
ceme toe be recognized as great masters without 
walting fer the sanction of centuries of approval. 
The reason 1s partly that the Spanish seéhoo! is 
famous for the eminence of a few rather than 
for the achievements of a number, and partly 
because Goya was a national painter whose 
brush has recorded a phase of life in his country 
whioh he lived to survive. Ancient Spanish art 
is buried with him—said Théophile Gautier—the 
world of toreros and manolas, of contrabandists 
and of alguazils, all the local color of the coun- 
try. where-he was born just early enough to see 
and lived longenough to paint. De Mussetin lit- 
erature tried to restore it, and our own Phillipin 
art; but'the achievements of both, with all their 
splendor, are felt, after all, to be but echoes, 
oya died in 1824,a refugee in the town of 
Bordeaux for the last four years of a life that 
was prolonged'to nearly four score.

RAILWAY MANAGEMENT. 


—_—_—oSeO 
GOWEN ON CARNEGIE. 

PITTSBURG, Penn., April 12,—Franklin B. 
Gowen, 6x-President of the Philadelphia and 
Reading Railread Company, who was the first 
man outside of Pittsburg to become interested 
in the South Penn Road, was in the city to-day. To 
@ reporter who called on him Mr. Gowen said: 
“Mr. Carnegie’s attitude, as evidenced in his 
utterances before the Legislature, is quite sur- 
prising. I[knewall about it. It is only two 
years since the younger Vanderbilts were in- 
duced to enter into the South Penn project in 
conjunction with Andrew Carnegie and some 
others herein Pittsburg. Mr, Carnegie was at 
the head of the committee to build the road, 
although it was the general opinion among 
those in the enterprise that he had always been 
@ Pennsylvania Railroad man, It was also 
thought that he wanted an interest in the road 
to scare the Pennsylvania people into giving 
him lower rates, 

“However, whatever his motive, he was at 
the head of the Oonstruction Committee to 
build that line, the entire amountof capital 
being subscribed and available. He soon after 
went to Europe and shortly after the whole 
thing fell through. The Vanderbilts, I under- 
stand, still control the charter, and that instru- 
ment provides that unless a certain number of 
miles of road are built before the Summer of 
1890 the charter expires by limitation. Ia view 
of that faet there will probably be 25 or 50 
malles of road built te nota the charter; and if 
that much is built is may be that clroamstances 
would arise that the entire road would be con 
structed in sections, as so mych road must be 
bulit each year,” 

The only hepe of preventing railroad discrim- 
ination in Pennsylvania, Mr. Gowen said, lies in 
continual effors on the part of the people to 
cleanse both branches of the Legislature. 


SACRIFICED TO A MINORITY. 
The forced resignation of Assistant Oom- 
missioner Pierson has caused more comment 
among railroad men than most questions which 
have lately come to their attention, Mr. Pier 
son represented an idea—the idea of the ma 
jority of the General Passenger Agents ht con- 
nection with emigrant traffico—and during the 
fight between the majority and the minority his 
judgment prevailed and was highly respected. 
When, however, lately, the minerity began to 
show increasing strength, the idea of sacrilicing 
Mr. Pierson, as a sort of compromise, was 
aulekly taken gp. 

That the three roads objecting to the hy ge 
of doing emigrant business were right, and that 
the big majority of the roads and Mr. Pierson 
were wrong in the question is now cenceded by 
the majority, but that Mr. Pierson should have 
been sacriticed is generally regarded by railroad 
men as & cowardly procedure, whose character 
was nowhere more fully shown than in the re- 
luctance to make the resignation public. The 
reluctance of several persons to secept the offer, 
available for over ten days, to become Mr. Pier- 
son’s successor is regarded as substantial proof 
of the risky nature of an office where to hold 
views coincident with those of the majority 
may become the means of a loss of position. 


LOBBYING IN MINNESOTA. 
8ST. PavUL, Minn., April 12.—The Duluth and 
Winnipeg Railroad stirred up a regular tempest 
in the House to-day. The second bill to waive 
the forfeiture of the land grant was the occa- 
sion of the tumult.

Charles Rochet, the brother of the artist, tried 
hard toinduce the town or the State to buy it 
up, meanwhile refusing several offers for it 
from abroad. But neither the town nor the 
State did mere than allow M. Rochet to place 
the giant statue in the aqueze of Notre Dame. 
_A pedestal was now req . and atill hoping 
that Paris, on seeing the figure of one 
of its heroes before its eyes, would buy 
is up, M. Rochet had a modest pedestai built at 
his own expense. Paris, however, still hard- 
ened her heart, and a few days ago the builder 
of the pedestal sued M. Rochet in a court of law 
for the sum of 4,155f., this bey the cost of the 
pedestal. M. Roehet naturally lost his case, bub 
as the expenses of the statue ve ruined bim 
long ago, the only thing which can be seized by 
the creditor is the statue itself, on benalf of 
which the Parisian press isnow making ana 
peal to the town, the Government, and the pu 
lic, to put an end to an affair whion does na 
credit to the artistic taste of either of them.

The bill to exclude railroads from the 
Adirondack forests has been passed by the 
Senate in a form which defeats its purpose. 
This is not surprising. In fact, nobedy is 
ever surprised at any exposure of the domi- 
nance of corporation influence at Albany. 
The bill as drawn gave the Land Commis- 
sioners power to grant the right of way to 
railways through lands under their con- 
trol with the exception of the Adirondack 
forest preserves, the Niagara Falls Park, 
and the Coney Island Concourse, from all 
of which they were te be absolutely ex- 
cluded. The Senate amended the, bill so as 
to except from its operation railroads 
already chartered. It would have been a 
more honest course to reject the bill alto- 
gether, for there are companies enough 
chartered to thread the Adirondack pre- 
serves in every direction with new lines. 
If proper remonstrances are promptly made 
at Albany, it is probable that the Assembly 
may be induced to restore the bill to its 
original shape, and after the publicehad 
been informed of its misdoing, the Senate 
might not be inclined to adhere to its 
amendment. 














The bills aimed at the dressed-beef trade 
that have been introduced in the Legislat- 
ures of several States are not gaining the 
majorities without which they cannot be- 
come laws. On the 4th inst. the bill pend- 
fng in the Wisconsin Legislature was killed 
by a vote of 31 to 47 in the Assembly. 
Bome weeks ago @ similar bill was passed 
almost without opposition in the Ohio 
House of Representatives, but on the 10th 
inst. 1t was defeated by a vote of 18 to 16 
in the Senate. The. Judiciary Committee 
of the Minnesota House made two reports 
upon a bill of the same kind, the majority 
holding that 1t was unconstitutional and 
recommending that, -it be indefinitely 
postponed, while the minority recom- 
mended that it should be passed. But 
a motion to prevent the consideration 
of «the. reports before they should 
be reached in the regular order was 
lost by a vote of about two to one, 


order was carried, although the required 
vote of two-thirds was not obtained. The 
movement in support of these measures 
must be regarded as one of the curiosities 
of legislation. Itis discreditable to Jegis- 
lators who are engaged in’ it because the 
bills are based upon a dishonest pretense, 
and it is discouraging to find so many men 
of good reputation willing to vote for a 
scheme that has no better foundation. 








One effect of the work of preparing to put 
electric wires under ground has been to call 
attention to the condition of. the pipes that 
have been ‘laid for the distribution of gas 
and steam by private corporations. It has 
been found that a large percentage of the 
gas manufactured by the companies and 
paid for by the public escapes on its way to 
the consumers, and that the soil is per- 
meated with it. It finds its way into every 
subterranean opening, and is prepared for 
explosion whenever conditions may favor 
it. It escapes into the air at every opening 
of the street surfaces, and exhales constant- 
ly from crevices in the pavements to poison 
the atmosphere. Itis plain that the condi- 
tion of underground pipes demands atten- 
tion, and that authority should be lodged 
somewhere and exercised with vigor to 
compel a remedy of their defects. The gas 
pipes are made of cast iron, and very im- 
perfectly jointed. They corrode rapidly, 
and the joints become loose if they are not 
so at the start. They.ought to be of wrought 
iron, with screw joints, and laid in cement. 
The prevention of waste and the protection 
of the public health and comfort demand 
that this evil be remedied. It is also noto- 
rious that the steam pipes that have been 
permitted under the streets are badly made 
and fitted together, and subject to constant- 
ly leak, to the injury from heat of electric 
wires that are near them. This whole mat- 
ter of laying and maintaining underground 
pipes ought to be subject to public super- 
vision and control with reference to their 
character and quality. 











A suggestive fact connected with the 
new Army Register is that it shows no 
fewer than ninety-six First Lieutenants 
on the active list who have service in 
the civil war to their credit. The rank 
and pay of a First Lieutenant are not 
an ehormous remuneration for the length 
and value of the service which some 
of these officers must have rendered. The 
retired list shows also eighty-eight First 
Lieutenants who have seen war service, 
and while the causes of retirement have 
been various, yet they include some com- 
pulsory retirements for age. Only a year 
or two age occurred the retirement of a 
First Lieutenant at the age of sixty-four. 
Of course, these exceptional cases result 
from the fact that some volunteer officers 
received commissions in the regular army 
after the war when already considerably 
advanced in years, and also non-commis- 
sioned officers averaging older than the 
Military Academy graduates have been 
made Second Lieutenants. But whatever 
the facts, it is remarkable that withthe war 
a quarter of a century in the past, there 
should be nearly a hundred officers in our 
little army who served in those campaigns 
and are still on the active list without 
having reached the grade of Captain. 





The agreement made by England,  Ger- 
many, and the United States to keep only 
one war vessel each at Samoa during the 
Berlin conference is so thoroughly sensible 
that it comes as a decided surprise. It puts 
an end to the anxiety about hurrying ves- 
sels to Apia to take the place of the wrecked 
squadrons. Since the Alert is to go as our 
represeatative, it is to be presumed that 
the Nipsic, if saved, will be sent home for 
repairs. It will perhaps be suggested that 
the Germans get the best of us, as the 
Sophie, their representative, is a vessel of 
2,169 tons and has a speed of fourteen 
knots, while she carries a battery of eight 
six-inch and two three-and-one-half-inch 
high-power breech-loading rifles. The little 
Alert, on the other hand, is of only 1,020 
tons displacement, is much slower, and car- 
ries but four guns, all vastly inferior to the 
big Krupps on the Sophie. But that is the 
affair of our own Navy Department. It 
does net appear that the agreement stipu- 
lates the size or character of the vessels to 
be employed, and since the very making of 
such a compact implies an intention not to 
undertake any hostile operations or change 
of the status que during the conference, the 
Alert will be quite enough for our purposes, 
at least till the Charleston can take her 


place. 


WHAT WILL THE EFFECT BE? 

It may as well be regarded as settled that 
the present Administration has practically 
abandoned the civil service reform policy 
and returned to the system of spoils. The 
Republican platform of last year and the 
somewhat vague pre-eleetion pledges of its 
candidate for the Presidency count for 
little in comparison with the.elected Presi- 
dent’s announcement on the day of his 
inauguration and the conduct of the 
Administration since. No earnest uphelder 
of the reform policy has a place in the Cab- 
inet or at the head of any bureau or in any 
great office. Nearly six weeks of constant 
official change has gone by aiid neither of 
the vacancies on the Civil Service Commis- 
sion has been filled, and no man has been 
mentioned as likely to be appointed who is 
known as a supporter of the reform. With 
such an appointment as Corp. TANNER as 
the head of the Pension Bureau; with such 
announcements as have been made by Secre- 
tary NOBLE, the new Postmaster at Indian- 
apolis, and other prominent officials without 
rebuke from superior autbority; withsuch 
asignificant displacement as that of Pest- 
master PEARSON with a machine politician 
of the most pronounced type, and with a 


ronage within the State of New-York, there 
is no resisting the conclusion that party 
service, and not official fidelity or proved 
merit, is te be the test of fitness for public 
appointments and promotions. The oivil 
service law is to be evaded in spirit and 
effect, if it is mot avowedly ignored, There 
is ne power but that of the President to 
compel its enforcewent, and if he is faith-

course by the organs of the Republican 
Party and they utter no protest. It seems 
to give the party leaders of every grade 
and rank infinite satisfaction, their only 
complaint being that the good work does 
not goon fast enough and that there are 
occasional failures to gauge partisan claims 
at their correct value. Public sentiment in 
general appears to accept the situation as 
the thing to be expected and as affording 
po ground for disappointment. Even the 
cantankerous Mugwump, while he exer- 
cises his indefeasible right to criticise and 
condemn, cannot honestly say that he 
expected anything different. There is a 
marked contrast between the state of pub- 
lic feeling now and four years ago this 
time. Then the President had been elected 
as a reformer and because he was a re- 
former, and his pledges had all the potency 
of definite promises. They raised expecta- 
tions which could not be lightly disre- 
garded and which he was known to have 
every wish to fulfill. If he departed from 
the course which he had laid out for him- 
self he was criticised as faithless, and if his 
party failed to support his efforts it was de- 
nounced by its opponents.. What would 
have raised a storm against CLEVELAND 
four years ago is now regarded with com- 
parative indifference, not because it is more 
generally approved but because it is what 
the election of HARRISON portended. 

Does this mean that the reform sentiment 
has died out and a return to the spoils sys- 
tem is regarded as inevitable and perma- 
nent? Will the result be the old order of 
things definitely re-established with all its 
evils and abuses, and acquiesced in by all 
parties? Wefancy not. It means simply 
that the Republican Party, having come 
into power again by the help of. various 
dissatisfied elements, by the use of enor- 
mous sums of money contributed by those 
who get profit from its tariff policy, and by 
dint of deals and bargains with the spoils 
element of the Democracy, its politi- 
cians are confident that by the same 
means, and by the use of the 
public service as party spoils, they can 
maintain their ascendency. But what 
is likely to be the effect in the long run, 
say, inthree years’ time? It is to baremem- 
bered that with all their efforts and desper- 
ate devices the Republicans got only a 
minority of the votes of the country at the 
last election, and relatively a smaller vote. 
than four years before. They carried States 
essential to their success by a narrow mar- 
gin and through a combination of circum- 
stances not likely to be repeated. They 
worked against a tariff-reform movement 
that is sure to advance and not recede when 
the agitation is renewed. They had the 
help even of civil service reformers, who 
were dissatisfied because CLEVELAND failed 
to come up to their highest hepes, 


Not only these reformers, who scarcely 
expected an improvement, and were only 
bent on retribution, but many others who 
did hope for better things than they will 
get, are likely to fall away. Whatever of 
reform sentiment there is in the party will 
be alienated, and the deterioration of the 
public service will increase that sentiment. 
The “spoils” policy will prove an element 
of weakness and not of strength, for patron- 
age isnever sufficient to go around among 
the claimants, and “its: division will breed 
dissatisfaction. Everything will drift along 
quietly for a time, for there is nothing to be 
done but to watch and wait; but when 
political contests come on again there will 
be a revival of public sentiment, a new 
activity in the political elements, and the 
effects of the administrative policy will be- 
gin to show themselves» What are they 
likely to be? 


DOWN WITH THE POLES. 


The decision handed down by Judge 
WALLACE of the United States Circuit Court 
yesterday dissolving the injunction granted 
to the Western Union Company forbidding 
the Board of Electrical Control to interfere 
with its poles and aerial wires simplifies 
the underground wire problem and frees 
the hands of the Mayor and the board. 
Judge WALLACE rules, as every reasonable 
man expected that he would rule, that 
while the Western Union Company holds a 
charter from the United States to occupy 
post routes with its lines, it occupies them 
subject to the police regulations of the dif- 
ferent States and cities, and that the Board 
of Electrical Control has full power to en- 
force these regulations in New-York City. 
The elevated railroads are post routes, 
Judge WALLACE decides, and the company 
is eptitled to make use of these structures 
instead of subways, where it can conven- 
jiently do so, but cables strung on the ele- 
vated roads are subject to the regulations 
of the Board of Electrical Control, just as 
the wires supported by poles and those car- 
ried in the subways are. 

The decision is a complete victory for the 
board, and places it ina position to take 
action at once. All obstacles to the work 
of clearing the streets under which sub- 
Ways are constructed of the poles and wires 
are now swept away. The time originally 
fixed for laying the axe to the poles ex- 
pired nearly two weeks ago, but the injunc- 
tion which has just been dissolved pre- 
vented the board from executing its an- 
nounced policy. Now there is nothing to 
interfere with the prompt execution of that 
policy. The poles will come down, and 
they should come down as speedily as'pos- 
sible, consistently with a dye consideration 
for the rights of the people who patronize 
the telegraph company. 

It is understood that Mayor GRANT is de- 
termined to give the order to the Depart- 
ment of Public Works to begin the removal 
of the poles and wires as soon as he receives 
a certified copy of the decision of Judge 
WALLACE, which ought to be by Monday at 
the latest. Of course, due prudence should 
be used in the execution of the order. 
There are lines of wire along some of the 
streets where subways have been built the 
removal of which at once would seriously 
interfere with the public’s business, and, 
even to punish rebellious corporations, it is 
hardly advisable to cripple the facilities for 
telegraphicirtercourse. But the two great 

thoroughfares along which the subways 
run—Broadway and Sixth-avernue—are not 
open to this objection. Every pole and 
wire on the avenue, from Twenty-third to

Fourteenth to Fifty-eighth street, could be 
removed to-day without interfering with 
the telegraphic or telephonic facilities. 

It is true that the electric light connec- 
tions have not yet been made with the sub- 
ways, and the removal of the poles would 
stop the lighting of the streets by electric- 
ity temporarily, but the Department of 
Public Works, by Mayor GRANvT’s order, 
and in view of the coming raid on the poles, 
has already taken steps to provide for the 
temporary lighting of these sections of the 
city by gas, and the public can well afford 
to submit to this for a time in order to gain 
the great object which the Mayor and the 
Board of Electrical Control have in view. 
The poles and wires once removed, the elec- 
tric light companies will waste little time 
in their preparations to light. the streets 
through the medium of the subways. They 
willfind it more expensive then to keep 
out of the subways than to occupy them, 
and when their pockets are affected they 
will move with surprising alacrity to se- 
cure their underground connections. 


A LIFE INSURANCE PROJECT. 
The minority stockholders of the Phenix 
Mutual Life Insurance Company of Hart- 
ford and the policy holders in and near that 
city are watching with deep interest certain 
negotiations of a novel character relating 
to a transfer of the control of the corpora- 
tion. The capital stock of the Phenix 
Mutual is $100,000, in 2,000 shares of $50 
each, and the value of its assets exceeds 
$10,000,000. Some years ago one man 
obtained possession of 1,002 shares, or one 
share more than a majority. He became 
President of the company, and thereafter 
controlled and directed its affairs. That 
change of administration took place in 
1874, and tables published by the Hart- 
ford Courant show how the company’s busi- 
ness has been affected since that date. There 
has been very littlechangein the value of the 
assets, which was $10,011,876 in 1874 and 
is $10,573,597 now. But the insurance in 
force has fallen from $69,000,000 to less 
than $25,000,000 and the premium receipts 
from $2,872,000 to $678,000. In the same 
period the dividend paid on stock has risen 
from 6 to 24 per cent., while the dividends 
paid on policies have fallen from $602,000 
to $116,000. These statements prepare the 
way for another—that the surplus has in- 
creased from less than $5,000 to $1,318,- 
537. These figures afford material fer an 
interesting study of the life insurance busi- 
ness as it may be conducted in Connecticut. 
The President of the cempany now pro- 
poses to sell his stock—and with it, of 
course, the company—to an enterprising 
gentleman in Philadelphia who is willing 
to pay $501,000 for it, although the 
Courant says that it represents only 
$16,032 of paid-in capital. The purchaser 
obtained control two or three years ago of 
a life insurance company in Philadelphia. 
He has ‘‘certain ideas about insurance” 
that he has not been able to carry out in 
that city, and he gives notice that if he 
shall secure a majority of the Phenix Com- 
pany’s stock he will become President of 
that company and ‘proceed to carry out 
my views.” The minority stockholders and 
the policy holders make vigorous protests. 
The Courant says: 

“It is an occasicn for plain language, for Hart- 
ford cannot afford to add another insuranee 
scandal to the shameful histeries of the Charter 
Oak and the Continental. The company is streng- 
er than ever. Its assets, as we are informed, have 
grown in volume and improved in character, 
largely through the able financial management 
of certain well-known gentiemen of high char- 
acter who are connected with it. But the wither- 
ing policy, which seems to have led to the vast 
falling off ef insurance and the Dettering of the 
company along with a diminution of business, 
will not be attributed tothem. Every Director 
and so every officer has held his place at the 
will of Mr. GOODMAN, whose extra $100 have 
made him autocrat of the concern. Now he 
proposes to sell out te some non-resident, who, 
according to our Philadelphia dispatch, wants 
to try some new theories of life insurance. 
Must 17,000 insured persons and $10,000,000 
of assets be made the experiment station for 
testing anybody’s novelties ?” 

The tables of which we have spoken 
show, as we have said, that the dividend 
on stock has risen from 6 to 24 per cent., 
while the dividends on policies have fallen 
from $602,000 to $116,000. The Courant 
says that for many years the by-laws re- 
quired that the dividend on stock should be 
restricted to 6 per cent., and that the com- 
pany’s business should be done on the 
mutual plan. Policy holders are beginning 
to say that for this reason the surplus of 
$1,318,000 belongs to them, and it is re- 
ported that they may take this claim to the 
courts. As $501,000 has been offered for 
stock that has received only about $12,000 
per annum in dividends since 1883, the 
purchaser is willing to pay a considerable 
sum for an opportunity to “‘carry out his 
views.” A policy holder writes to one of 
the Hartford papers as follows: 

“A dozen years ago or more & number of men 
having ‘ certain ideas about insurance business’ 
bought a eontrélling interest in the Continental 
Life, picking up the stock in odd lots and paying 
toward the last three or four times the par value 
of the shares. All this stock was dumped into 
& pool, and soon after the new management was 
installed the funds of the company were bor- 
rowed to pay for it, the transaction being veiled 
under various subterfuges of bookkeeping. Be- 
fore the change the Cofttinental was strong and 
prosperous,: but the development of the new 

‘ideas’ killed thecompany. The President, whe 
engineered the move, fied from the country, 
the Secretary was tried for perjury, and finan- 
eial misfortunes pursued with singular fatality 
the members of the pool. One, having lost an 
estate estimated at $100,000, was found dead 
in bed. The raid, though seemingly successful 
for the moment, brought ruin, not only to the 
company, but to nearly every person who was 
actively eoncerned in it. Having had such ex- 
perience in the development of ‘certain ideas 
about insurance business,’ shall Hartford be 
made the theatre of other experiments which 
can only end in disaster?” 

The history of the ruin of the Conti- 
nental was peculiarly shameful. Those 
who obtained control of the organization 
used’ its funds in behalf of private vent- 
ures. Under a lax system of supervision 
they were able to carry on their specula- 
tions for years, until at last the failure of 
a firm of brokers uncovered their villainy 
to everybody, and the policy holders 
learned that they had been robbed of all 
security. If the guilty speculators suf- 
fered they received part of the punishment 
they deserved, but who shall describe the 
sufferings of the policy holders and of their 
families? The people of Hartford cannot 








guard too closely and vigilantly the in-. 





greatest watchfulness will not restore the 


‘yeputation that has been lost, but it may 


preserve the remaining investments of 
policy holders.

HOW TO SEE THE SHOW. 


We have seen no estimate of the total 
capacity of the stands already authorized 


to be erected for the accommodation of 


spectators of the centennial parades. It is, 


‘however, guite certain that they will hold 


but @ very small fraction of the people who 
will be present and for whom facilities for 
seeing the parades ought to be provided. 
Moreover, the seats on these stands are not 
reserved, and the holders of tickets must 
occupy them in person in order to prevent 
them from being occupied by others. It is, 
of course, to be expected that the stands 
wili not be oversold, but there can be no 
effective guarantee against the overselling 
of them when there is no system of detec- 
tion like that furnished by the issue of 
numbered tickets corresponding with the 
numbers of the seats. In the absence of 
such a precaution there is no way of pre- 
venting the person in charge of a stand 
from selling the right of entrance to it to 
more persons than it will hold and putting 
the difference in his pocket, thus adding to 
the confusion of the occupants of ‘the stand 
who are turned in to struggle for the best 
seats. In such a struggle the strongest and 
the rudest will prevail. 

We can see no reason why private persons 
should not be allowed to erect stands in 
front of their own premises, or premises 
which they have secured the owner’s con- 
sent to use. The seats on such stands 
should be numbered, and the ticket should 
enable the holder to claim possession of the 
seat at any time during the parade. This 
would be a great convenience to people 
who wished te move about during part of 
the parade, having secured the right to 
seat themselves whenever they became tired 
of wandering or of standing. Of course, 
discretion should be used in granting per- 
mits for these stands. They should not be 
allowed to interfere with the right of the 
public to view the parade from the side- 
walk, uncomfortable as that process is 
when it is prolonged. Not more than half 
the frontage of any one block should 
be allowed to be covered by the authorized 
structures, These should be so built as not 
to prevent the use of the sidewalk beneath 
them asa place of passage, theugh, of course, 
it would no longer be available as a point 
of view. Itshould, moreover, be insisted 
upon that the construction of all stands 
should be approved by the Building Depart- 
ment as safe for as many spectators as 
would fill its seats. This requirement is 
perfectly compatible with a rough and 
simple construction, which would leave 
the timber employed as available after the 
celebration as before for other uses, and 
as would render the erection and mainte- 
nance of the stands very profitabla at a 
moderate charge for seats. Half a dollar 
should be the maximum. 

That this is a matter of importance to the 
success of the parade nobody needs to be 
told who has either suffered the discomfort 
of watching a long street parade from the 
sidewalk, or avoided that .discomfort by 
paying extortionate prices for better accom- 
modations. Itis already reported that in 
several instances $100 or more has been 
paid for the use of a single window. A like 
experience has befallen every pageantin a 
great city. There is no occasion for it, for 
there is no reason why as good a view of the 
procession as can be had from one of these 
windows should not be had at a cost of not 
more than half a dollar to each spectator, 
It is not necessary for the local authorities 
to do more than to permit the :provision of 
seats for spectators and to lay down regula- 
tions respecting them. The provision will 
be promptly made by private enterprise. 

On another question respecting the pro- 
cession, that is to say, its route, the Legis- 
lature has, oddly enough, shown itself more 
in sympathy with the public sentiment 
than the committee. The remonstrance 
against the abandonment of Union-square, 
made yesterday by both houses, was per- 
fectly proper in itself, however much 
outside the proper province of the 
Legislature. Union-square is not only 
traditionally included in all our great 
street pageants; it has also an impressive 
statue of WASHINGTON, whose memory this 
pageant especially celebrates. Best of all, 
it offers perhaps the finest and most com- 
plete view of a parade that can be had 
anywhere in the city. Even if it be neces- 
sary to make a detour from Fifth-avenue 
through Fourteenth-street to pass Unioh- 
square the detour should be made.

This is not a propitious season to ask the 
taxpayers of this State to make an extraor- 
dinary outlay for its prisons. That fact 
does not discourage the cheerful Hustrep, 
who yesterday proposed the erection of anew 
prison and the abandonment of Sing Sing. 
The proposition was ostensibly inspired by 
owners of land in or near Sing Sing who 
thought they could sell it to more advan- 
tage for suburban villas if the prison were 
removed. It is possible that they might in 
this way come to receive a small fraction of 
the money the new prison would cost the 
State. Mr. Hustep found an additional 
and amusing reason for the passage of 
his bill in the fact that it would 
employ the convicts for three years and 
during that period take them out of politics, 
by taking them out of competition with 
‘*honest labor,” as if honest labor would 
not be deprived of the jobif the convicts 
were employed upon it. The bill really 
proposes to throw away a valuable and ex- 
tensive series of buildings, the property of 
the State, and it is astonishing that only 
ten Assemblymen voted against it. It is to 
be hoped it will fare worse in the Senate, 
for there is no hope that the Governor will 
refuse to sign it. Mr. Husrep always 
makes suré of Executive support for his 
jobs before he brings them to the notice of 
his colleagues.

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REPORT OF CONNECTICUT’S STATH 

BOARD OF EDUCATION. , 
HARTFORD, Conn, April 12.—The 


schools in this State, which have been f 

by the expenditure of millions of money, 
nish the occasion for a very bitter attack 
fhe school system by the State Board of Educa- 
tion. -The annual report of the board, w 
has just been issued, represents that a 
part of the teachers de not know how or what 
to teach. They have never seen-a good primary. 
schaol, and they have never had a.suggestion: 
made to them by any competent educational: 
critic. In many districts there is no endeavor 
to get a competent teacher. The committeeman 
simply selects some relative of his own or else 
some one who Is willing to live with him and 
pay a good price for board. 

The sehoola in New-London County outside 
of the cities of Norwich and New-London have 
been singled out for special criticism. In 108 
districts in that county. no interest is mani- 
fested on the part ef parents. Not more than 
one-third of the children tested read inte)li- 
gently. One-third of the children of 10 years of 
ace and upward cannot write. Not more than 


30 teachers in the eounty, outside of the city 
schools, can teach writing. Net more than 15 
Schools teach numbers systematically, and in a 
less number still is there freedom from the rules 
of the book, 

There are 21 towns in the county and 209 
districts. The total number of public sehools is 
223. These schools are in session considerably 
less than half of the year. The average month- 
ly wages reveived by male teachers amounted 
to $50 36. The female teachers received on the 
average $33 04. Thirty-eight teachers in the 
county receive only $125 apiece during the 
year; 96 others receive $150 per year.. The 
board devote 60 pages of the report to fac-simile 
examples of the school work in writing and 
aritumetic, Nothing like these pages has ap- 
peared in print before. 

The only questien is whether the county has 
been treated fairly or not in the report. It has 
never been considered a sentre of illiteracy. 
The mest distinguished representatives in Con- 
necticut history have come from New-London 
County. The towns about New-London and Nor- 
wichcontain at present such eminent representa- 
tives of education as the venerable ex-Chief Jus- 
tice Charles J. McCurdy of Lyme, which wasalso 
the yg mg of Chief Justice Waite and the 
Rev. Dr. Burr, author of “‘ Ecoe Celum.” Prof. 
Beckwith of Trinity College was born in this 
county, and the present Governor of the State, 
Morgau G. Bulkeley, is New-London County 
born. The number of students in Yale College 
at present from New-London County is 11. 
This is as large as Hartford County’s repre- 
sentation in proportion to population. 

The total amount expended fer publie schools 
in the State during the last school year wag 
$t,813,823 04. Of this amount, $1,264,061 02 
was used for teachers’ salaries. he sum used 
in building new schoolhouses was in excess 
of $97,000. The estimated value of school 
yosmerty in the State is $6,063,269. The school 

istrict indebtedness amounts to $1,636,243. 
The income from the school fund for the year 
was $116,199. The State tax for the support of 
public schools aggregated $232,398; the sum 
raised by town tax was $844,901. For each 
child in average attendance the expenditure for 
the year was $20 82. The beard :enew the rec- 
ommendation for town instead of district man- 
agement of the scnools. The bill now befors 
the Legislature enforcing the consolidation of 
school districts except in towns which hare 
oities within their limits is the offspring of the 
board’s agitation. 





COBLESKILL IS EXOITED, 





THE PEOPLE THERE OBJECT TO A BIT OF 


“ PRACTICAL” POLITICS, 

COBLESKILL, N. Y., April 12.—This town is 
stirred up over the recently-announced appoint- 
ment of James H. Crandall as Postmaster, an 
appointment than which none could be more 
distasteful to the people of the town, irrespec- 
tive of party. Mr. Crandall is a stranger, 
having resided here less than three years, with 
no financial or property interests, and of no 
epecial business capacity, so far as any people 
of the town know. 

Lewis Hess, the appointes of President Ar- 
thur, was permitted to retain his office here for 
& year and ahalf after the Cleveland Admiuis- 
tration came into power. The Post Office then 


went to Lewis C. Holmes, who has made a pop- 
ular and in every way efficient Postmaster. So 
satisfactory had he been, in fact, that when the 
selection of his successor, with the election of 
Harrison, began to be talked about, the business 
men and leuding Republicans of the town pro- 
tested against any change until Mr. Holmes’s 
term of office had expired, claiming tuat he 
should be as well treated as was the Republican 
ineumbent. Butafew “ practical’ politicians 
of the spollsmen stripe took matters into their 
own hands and out of those of the citizens, got 
up @& petition and secured the removal of Mr. 

olmes and the appointment of Mr. Crandall.

TO SUPPRESS COMBINES. 





THE BILL BEFORE THE DOMINION PAR<« 
LIAMENT WILL BECOME A LAW. 

OtTawa, Ontario, April 12.—The Banking 
and Commerce Committee to-day decided to 
report the bill of Mr. Clark Wallace, M. P., for 
the prevention apa suppression of combines in 
restraint of trade. The measure is sure to 
become law as the Government bas made it a 
Government order. It will, of course, be some- 
what amended in the House. 

The measure provides for the suppression of 
the half seore of combines which the Opposition 
declare have been vreated by the protective 
policy of the Gorernment. Nearly a score of 
leading Toronto and Montreal merchants ar- 
rived here last night to oppose it. The leading 
Boards of Trade also sent deputations, whose 
arguments, however, proved unavailing. 

The measure provides, among other things, 
that every person who conspires, combines, 
agrees, or arranges with any other person, or 
with any railway, steamship, steamboat, or 
transportation company, unlawfully to limit 
the’facilities for transporting, producing, manu- 
facturing, supplying, storing, or dealing in any 
article or commodity which may be a subject of 
trade and commerce, or to restrainor injure 
trade or commerce in relation to any such arti- 
cle or commodity, or to prevent, limit, or lessen 
the manufacture or production of any sueh arii- 
cle er commodity, or to enhance the price 
thereof, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and liabie 
on conviction to a penalty not exceeding $4,000 
and not less than $200, or to imprisonment for 
any term not exceeding two years; and,if a 
corporation. is liable on cenviction te a penalty 
not exceeding $10,000 and not less than $1,00Q

BROADWAY THEATRE. 

Dr. von Biilow’s series of piano recitals 
at the Broadway Theatre was closed yesterday, 
but an additional recital is now announced 
for Thursday afternoon, April 25, in the same 
theatre, as well as an orchestral concert at 
the Metropolitan Opera House May 2.

ALBANY, April 12.—Assemblyman Creamer 
of New-York passed his resolution in the Assem- 
bly to-day, requesting the Centennial Commit- 
tee to order the parade of April30 up Broadway 
80a8 to pass the monuments of Washington, 
Linooln, and Lafayette, in Union-square. The 

Benate also adopted the resolution. 


The legislative request to the committee 
having charge of the coming centennial colebra- 
tion te change the line of march sothat the 
proeession will pass around Union-square will 
probably not have the desired effect. No offi- 
cial action has as yet been had on the matter, of 
eourse, and the probabilities are that when the 
action is taken 1t will bea respectful denial to 
comply with the request of the Legislature. 
There, are two excelicnt reasons for this, The 
first is that the grand staud at Washington- 
BQuare is virtually completed and the arch at 
Fifth-avenue well under way. Seats for the 
stands have been about half sold and a change 
would result in the very natural disappoint- 
meant of a jarge number of people. 

Another reason, and a very execellent one, 
from the military point of view, is this. In 
order that the troops may present the most 
creditable appearance possible, they need a 
fair roadway to march on. The Belgian pave- 
mentisa trial even to the oity troops aceus- 
temea to it, bus when broken up by railroad 
tracks is very Wearing on the men who have to 
do the marching, and whose comfort certainly: 
should play some figure in the matter. Waverley- 
place is the first point at which the troeps can 
be brought on toa fairly-comfortable pave- 
ment to march over. Fifth-avenue is the easiest 
streetin the city te march on, because of the 
absence of oartracks. Hence this route was 
seleeted, and is preferred by the men who are 
to make the show and do the hard work. 

Awmarch further up Broadway and around 
Union-square would be attended with even 
greater difficulties than the men new have to 
contend with in the way of car tracks. Au at- 
tempt to move around there would result, as it 
always has ana always must, in the break- 
ing of frent, poor wheelings, and very 
ragged ranks unless it 1s along the plaza and 
thence through Seventeenth-atreet. Every 
military man krows what 4 nuisance the round- 
ing of Union-square would be, even if 
the legislators who don’t have to do any 
marching cannot appreciate it. Experience 
has taught them the difficuities, and the military 
commanders’ will therefore vigorously eppuse 
the suggested change. That is the general feeling 
among the members of the Army Committee, 
who are humanely trying to make a tedious 
and bard day’s work for the troops as easy as 
possible, .

Richard Butler, Secretary of the committee 
which hadin charge the dedication of the Bar- 
tholdi Statue of Liberty, suggests. to the com- 
mittee that, as the island on which the statue is 
situated will be a point visited by f thousands 
during the celebration, something in the way of 
deceration and illumination should be done 
there. If the general committee will make the 
necessary appropriation Mr. Butler says the 
Statue of Liberty Committee will undertake the 
work involved in the matter of decoration and 
suitable illumination. The letter will be acted 
on at the next meeting of the Plan and Scope 
Committee. 

VYhe Army Cofimittee had & meeting at the 
Fifth-Avenus Hotel, and began the difficult task 
of working out the details of the great parade 
they have to handle.

It embraces 160 numbers 
and the publications represent the States of 
New-York, Connectieut, Maine, Massachusetts, 
New-Jersey, Pennsylvania, New-Hampashire, 
Kentueky, Virginia, Vermont, and South 
Carolina. These numbers will be exhibited 
in glass cases, so that their contents may be 
re In these papers are minute accounts 
of the inauguration of Wasbington, his death 
and funeral and all the attendant circum- 
stances. There are also minute a¢ccounts of 
the deaths of Benjamin Franklin, John Adams, 
Israeli Putnam, and John Hancock, One of the 
papers dates back to 1753, but the others are 
included between 1772 and the early. part of 
the present century. 

The Pennsylvania Packet of Sept. 19, 1787, 
eontains the first newspaper publication of the 
Constitution of the United States, while the 
Connecticut Gazelie and Universal . /ntelligencer 
eontains the first newspaper publication of the 
Declaration of Independence. Many of 
these old papers are oddly named. Among 
the titles are the following: The American 
Moral and Sentimental Magazine, Christians, 
Scholars, and Farmers’ Magazine of Elizabeth- 
town, N. J.; Lady and Genileman Pocket Maga- 
zine of New-York, Monthly Mililary Repository, 
The Nightingale, The Philadelphia Monthly 
Magazine or Repository of Knowledge and 
tntertainment. Farmers’ Museum and Lay 
Preachers’ Magazine of Walpole, ae: ° se 
and Rivington’s New-York Gazetcer; or, the Con- 
necticut, New-Jersey, Hudson’s River, and Quebec 
Advertiser, The last is probably the longest 
newspaper title known. There are also copies 
of the firat evening paper, the Pennsylvania 
kvening Herald, 1785,anda of the first Sunday 
paper, which was a Southern vublication. There 
will also bein the exhibition numerous portraits 
of.newspaper men who flourished under the Ad- 
ministration of Washington.

NEW- YORK, April 12, 1889. 

REV. DEAR SIR: A hundred years ago, when 
George Washington was inaugurated in this city as 
first President of the United States, our fathers in 
the faith—few, indeed, in numbers, and scattered 
overa large extentof territory—were anxious to 
attest their joy on his deserved promotion to so 
high avd responsible an office. In fact, in the ad- 
dress whici they shortly after presented to him,

IMPORTANT LEGISLATION. 


LAWS AFFECTING CONNECTICUT INSUR- 


ANCE COMPANIKS. 

HARTFORD, April 12.—Since the beginning of 
the session, three months ago, 98 public acts 
have been sent tothe Governor for approval. 
The predominance of special legislation 
will appear from the fact that 179 pri- 
vate measures have become law. Last 
week Gov. Bulkeley approved several 
important insuranee bills. One of them 
prohibits the investmeni of the capital, assets, 
erincome of life companies in the stocks of 
mining or manufacturing concerns. The Per- 
sonal Liability act is also an important one in 
insurance circles. 

Another insurance law provides that all un- 
claimed dividends made in the settlement of in- 
solvent companies shall be paid, by order of the 
court, into the State Treasury at the end of. six 
months, and shall be kept there until claimed 
by the policy holders te whom such sums may 
belong. This act will protect all policy holders 
alike, andinsure the ultimate payment of all 
dividends to them. When the case against the 
otticers of the Continental Life came to trial a 
year ago the State was defeated at the initial 
step in the Superior Court by reason of the fact 
thatit eould pot prove that the guilty man- 
agers of the institution had taken oath to the 
company’s statements as required by law, yet 
these sworn statements had been received for 
years by the Insurance Department. 

This week a law which makes issuance of a 
false certifieate of oath or affirmation punish- 
able by a fine of $1,000 or imprisonment for 
three years, or both, received the Governor’s 
very cordial approval.

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JOBS FOR TAMMANY MEN 


THEY OAN TAKE A HAND AT 
STREET OLEANING. 
AFTER THE 1sT OF MAY THE STREET 

DEPARTMENT WILL HIRE ALL MEN 


e HIRED BY CONTRACTORS. 


At the beginning of next month the sys- 
tem of cleaning the most thickly populated 
district of New-York by contract will end, and 
in its place the Street-Cleaning Department will 
employ laborers by the day te do the same 
work. By this change in the neighborhood of 
seven hundred vacancies will be made in the 
roll of persons who work at present for the oity 
in order to make way for that number of Tam- 
many adherents who desire to make $2 a day 
without doing too much work. 

This inerease of patronage gained by Tam- 
many Hall points the moral to this tale: The 
city has been and will be until May 1 divided by 
Fourteenth-street into two unequal halves by 
the Street-Cleaning Department. The lower 
half was cleaned by contractors who bound 
themselves to do certain work at specific periods 
for a lump sum per year. 

The upper half is cleaned by day’s labor under 
the supervision of foremen who are responsible 
to Commissioner Coleman. In 1884 and 1885 
the contracters were Mr. Walton, known on 
the race track as “the Plunger;” Mr. Brown, 
and Major Edward Duffy. ‘Their contract ran 
two years. The success of this attempt to let 
centracts fer street cleaning to the lowest 
bidder led to the authorization of the Commis- 
sioner to advertise for more bids, and soin 1886 
the contracts were let to Hayward & Duffy, the 
senior member of the firm being a Republican, 
the latter, Major Dufty, a County Democrat. 
The contract was to continue from May 1, 1886, 
to May 1, 1889, at which time other advertise- 
ments for bids were to be made and contraets 
awarded accorded to the established custom. 
Too work done by the contractors was done on 
a schedule which required that every important 
street below Fourteenth-street shoula be 
cleaned once a day, and every unimportant 
street every other day. So far as the inspectors 
of the department have reported this schedule 
has been carried out to the letter. No com- 
Piaints of a serious nature have been mauve 
agaiast the contractors and Commissioner Cole- 
beard expressed himself as satistied with the 
resu 

Commissioner Coleman, when he presented 
his estimates last October to the Board of Esti- 
mate, and Apportionment, estimated for 
day’s labor instead of by contract, in 
order not to appear to make any sugges- 
tion as to how the work should be done, 
he says. Before the estimates were finally 
passed upon by the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment the present Mayor became much 
interested In the change, and 1t is related asked 
the Commissioner why he haa changed the esti- 
mate for contract work to that of day’s labor. 
Commissioner Coleman says that he informed 
the Mayor, and when the latter inquired 
whether it might not be well totry the latter 
system for a year at ieast, assented that the ex- 
periment might be of value. 

The Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
had the t grgver to decide finally upon this ques- 
tion, and it indorsed the Mayor’s suggested ex- 
periment by doing away with contract work 
and making an appropriation of $1,200,000. 

There are now 450 men employed in gleaning 
the streets. The change will necessitate the 
employment of 250 more men. The city at 
present pays ite laborers, such at least as are 
employed in sweeping the streets, 25 cents an 
hour, or $2 aday. ‘he men who work for the 
contractors now are nearly ali Italians. They 
belong to no political organization, but are 
hired because they do their work at very low 
prices and may be directed to do anything in 


the way of cleaning streets, no matter how 
menial the work is. 


Tammany Hall, it is declared, will proceed at 


once to the filling of such ‘‘ vacancier’” as may 


ocour, Itis true that Commissioner Celeman is 
ay the head ef the department, and that he 
alene has the pewer of dismissal, but heis un- 
able to know whether or not a workman does 
his duty, and he is obliged to depend to s very 
great extent upon the foremon of the various 
gangs. Under the new régime a Tammany 
foreman may be expected to see the onildren 
of Italy through green spectacles, no matter 
whether they do their work properly or not. 

Commissioner Coleman was seen at his home 
in East Sixty-ninth-street last night by a Times 
reporter cencerning the unpleasant predicament 
his departmentis placedin. He said that he 
thought that the system of cleaning the streets 
by day’s labor might be adopted fora year in 
order to see whether the contractors’ work 
could be improved upen. ‘I have no complaint 
to make of the work done by the contraetors. 
They have fulfilled their agreements and; so far 
as Iam coneerned, [am contemt. Their ability 
to clean the important down-town streets daily 
and their entire district every second day will 
not, I am afraid, be followed under the new 
system. It will be, I fear, impossible. The cost 
of the two in money is about the same.” 

“Then the new system will be not nearly so 
efficient as the old ?” suggested the inquirer. 

“Well,” was the reply, ‘“‘ while the force will 
be probably able to clean the principal streets 
daily it willnot be able to give every second 
day to the loss important streets. So far as the 
appointing power is cencerned tbe positions for 
foremen and the more conspicuous officers are 
subject to civil service examinations, and I 
select from them. The assistant foremen and 
the laborers are merely appointed. I do not 
think there will be 700 vacancies for Tammany 
men, &8 you suggest, for no matter how humble 
@ man’s position in the department may be [ 
never discharge him without some good eause. 
Men have to commit some offense against the 
rules of the department to merit dismissal.’’ 

“But you depend upon the reports of your 
foremen to determine whether er not a man is 
competent, do yor not?’ 

“ Certainly, that 1s the only souree of inferma- 
tion I have. They practically decide whether 
they want @ man in their gang or not. I made 
my estimates last Autumn without suggestion 
from Mr. Grant or any one else. I had no choice 
save to eatimate day’s werk instead of contract 
work, for] hadpo means of determining how 
much the latter would eost until the Boara of 
Estimate and Apportionment decided to adopt

THUNDER, LIGHINING, AND HAIL. 

PITTSBURG, April 12.—A heavy thunder, wind, 
and hailstorm visited portions of Western Penn- 
sylvania, Eastern Ohio, and Maryland to-day, 
doing considerable damage, At Elk Garden, 
M4., aflash of lightning instantly killed John 
Wetzell, afarmer, and two horses. At Frank- 
lin, Penn., a large iron tank containing 3,000 


barrels of napbtha at the Union Refinery was 
struck and completely destroyed. At Mason- 
tewn, Penn., the roof of the new ten-thousand- 
dollar public school building was lifted off, 

late-glass windows broken, and store fronts 

lown in. The storm was accompanied by hail. 
At Steubenville, Ohio, hailstones as large as 
eggs fell, breaking photographers’ skylights 
and mapy windows. In this city there was a 
heavy thunderstorm and large hailstones fell, 
but ne serieus damage has been reported. 

WHEELING, West Va., April 12.—From 6 to 7 
o’clock this evening a fierce thunderstorm pre- 
vailed here and some good-sized hailstones fell. 
A barn belonging to Charies Adolph across the 
river was struck and burned, with its contents, 
including live stook. Loss, $3,000; insurance, 
$200. The storm lasted several hours.

SUNK IN THE HUDSON.

THE REVENUE COLLIDES WITH THE 


DREW AND GOES TO THE BOTTOM. 

As the Albany night boat Drew of the 
People’s Line was coming down the Hudson 
about 2 o’clock yesterday morning she collided 
just below Kingston with the sloop Revenue, 
Capt. James M. Collyer, of Athens. The sloop 
filled and sank almost immediately, only the 
top of the mast remaining above water. 

The crew of the Revenue, consisting of Capt. 
Collyer, Walter Howland, mate; William Bran- 
don, cook; Frank Poland and J. Weeks, sailors, 
were rescued by the steamboat Ansonia of 
Saugerties. After the accident the Drew 
stopped forafew minutes and then proceeded 
on her way to this oclty. The Revenue was 
laden with a cargo of coal slack. 

The Drew, as she lay at her wharf yesterday, 
bore evidence of the collision. Her upper 
werks just abaft the forward gangway on the 


port side were stove in, and Mate Murphy’s 
room was badly wrecked. He was in his berth 
at the timé of the coilision and hada marvel- 
ous escape from death, all the furniture and 
fittings in his room having been broken up and 
destroyed. The sloop atrack the steamer a 
diagonal blow, her jibbeom penetrating the 
Mmate’s room, and as the steamer passed on 
swinging around and sweeping desk, chairs, 
berth, washstand, and clothing Into a chaotic 
mass upon the floor. When it struek the parti- 
tion the jibboom broke sbort off, leaving the 
heavy iron ring atthe end sticking in the ceil- 
ing. The mate was thrown to the floor of his 
room, but with the exception of a few abrasions 
he eseaped unhurt. 

The pilot who wason duty at the time said 
the collision occurred just south of Esopus 
light. He saw the-sloop some time before and 
tried in every way to avold her, but she kept 
ateering across his tracks as if she wae trying 
to strike bis lights. Whenever the steamer 
changed her course the sloop would tack and 
run across her bows. When the collision 
seemed inevitable the steamer reversed. her 
engines and reduced her speed, leaving the 
sloup plenty of time and room to sheer off, but 
she made no attemptto do so. She continued 
on her course until she had poked her nose into 
the mate’s room and made kindlings of a large 
strip of the upper works, The pilot said he had 
no idea thatthe sloop had suffered any more 
than the loss of her jibboom. 

POUGHKEEPSIE, April 12.—Capt. Collyer of 
the wrecked sioop makes the following state. 
ment: 

“About 1 o'clock this morning we were stand- 
ing as close as possibie to the westward. Walter 
Hewland, my first mate, was atthe helm. All 
our lights were burning brightly. Then I saw 
the Drewfour or tive hundred feet away going 
straight down the river. Suddenly she tooka 
rank shear to the westward, and it loeked as 
though she was going to try to eross eur bow. 
We tried to keep away, but a minute didn’t pass 
befere she struck us. 

“ Her guard 25 feet back of her bew struck our 
bowsprit and slewed us uround, and then her 
wheel hit us and our mast went by the board, 
as did all the standing rigging. We had no 
time to lose. We cut the painter that held the 
yawl, and jumping into the small boat got 
away as quickiy as possible, leaving our 
clothes behind, and inaminute or less the 
sloop went down, bow tirst, in 40 feet of water. 
The Drew sailed away without offering assist- 
ance. Her people didn’t even ask the name of 
the sloop. We never heard a word from her 
either before or after she ran usdown. We 
saw her stopaquarter of a mile below the 
wreck. When the collision occurred something 
struck’ me andI[can hardly use my arms to- 
day. Frank Poland, one of the crew, was 
<r on the hip by something and severely 

urts 

“The steamer Ansonia, bound for Saugerties, 
was coming around Dinsmore’s Point when the 
collision occurred. The Drew blew a whistle fur 
her, and when she was passing the Drew the 
pilot shouted to the Ansonia people that he had 
struck a boat of some kind and wanted the An- 
sonia to look outfor the crew. The Ansonia 
took us on board. James Moon, the lookout on 
the Ansonia, told me he saw the Drew take the 
rank shear which was the cause of the collision. 
The Revenue was worth $2,500.” 

Mate Howland was atthe sloop’s helm. He 
said: 

“T never saw a steamboat take such a shear 
as the Drew did, and [ cannot see why she did 
it unless her pilot was misiaken as to lights.” 





STRUCK BY A BALL OF FIRE. 


REMARKABLE EXPERIENCE OF THE 


(3 STEAMSHIP TROPIC. 

Capt. Barber of the steamship Tropic had 
an interesting tale of the sea to relate yester- 
day on his arrival from Progreso. The experi- 
ence of his vessel had been a most vivid one, 
full ef pictureque incident as well as unpleas- 
ant features. The Tropic left Progreso March 
31, and passed Cape Hatteras April 6 at 4 in 
the morning. Then the troubles began. At 8 
o’clock in the morning it commeneed to rain 
and a violent thunderstorm raged until night. 


The wind blew strong from the northeast and 
increased to a hurricane by the following morn- 
ing. At 5 o’cjlock Sunday morning the most 
exciting event of the trip oscurred. 

“The port watch was on deck,” saia Capt. 
Barber yesterday, ‘‘and the wind was just 
singing through the rigging. There was a dense 
mist overhead, drivirg along with us. Sudden- 
ly a huge ball of fire shet out of the dense fog 
inour stern and struck therail. The light of 
this bail of flre was blinding, so that those who 
looked toward it were unable to see for some 
time afterward. The mass of electric fire ex- 
ploded with w» loud report as it struck the rail 
and scattered itself forward in a shower of 
brilliant sparks of every color in the rainbow. 
The ship was tairly enveloped in tnis cloud of 
fire. 

*““The barometer was violently affected by this 
wonderful electrie phenomenon and vibrated 
one-tenth each way. The same morning, after 
all hands had recovered from the shoek the 
electric ball had given them, the engines broke 
down. The ship lay helpless, heading east- 
southeast in the trough ef the sea This con- 
dition of things continued until Wednesday,

AMBRIOAN REVOLT IN THE 
COLLEGE OF PHARMAOY. 
THE GERMAN DRUGGISTS HAVE CUN- 
TROL AND THERE 1S A FIGHT TO 
““ GET THEM OUT. 

A storm is brewing among the members 
ef the Society of the College of Pharmaey of 
the City of New-York that not only promises to 
assume serious propertions, but may disrupt 
the society and place the college among the 
things ‘ that were, but are not.” 

The row is caused by the simple question, 
“ Bhall it be run as an American institutien, 
controlled by Americans, with American ideas, 
or shall it be controlled by the Germans, who 
are accused of having an inclinatien to turn it 
{ato a German o:.emist’s shop in which nothing 
but German ideas and German practices shall 
prevail?” At present the German element is in 
the majority and in control. 

The German pharmacists took no interest in 
this college, but rather opposed it, up to 1860. 
During that year and the three or four years 
following the Germans became a factor in the 
@rug trade of this city, and a large number of 
them joined the Society of the College of Phar- 
macy. It was soon found by the Amorican 
members that the Germans were in the major- 
ity, although the latter made no efforts to as- 
eume control of the college till 1879. The 
anti-German element in the college complained, 
in the meantime, that the institution was stead- 


ily retregrading and that German ideas were 
et inge gaining the posennen yy. The Philadel- 
phia and Boston Colleges of maemaey. it was 
said, had so far outstripped the New-York Col- 
taatithbad fallen in its standard of excel- 
nee from first to third place beth as to the 
number, class, and efficiency of the students 
graduated. 
‘ About three weeks ago, at the time ef the an- 
nual election of officers, the disgruntled Amer- 
Joan members made an effort to ges control, 
@pd put: forward Mr, W. L. Vennara for First 
Vice ident, John R. Caswell for Treasurer, 
8. W. Fairchila and George Massey of the firm 
of Lanman & Kemp as Directors. Mr. Kemp of 
tbe same firm was to have been their candidate 
for President, but, having a death in his family, 
he was mot nominated, and Ewen Molntyre, 
‘who was on the ether ticket, had no opposition.

nkind stories were then set afloat about the 
American members, and they were accused of 
‘having a secret seciety, practically a trades 
anion that held star-chamber sessions and 
‘whose object was to get control of the college 
and boyeott the Germans. 

‘These stories had for their foundation the 
fact that most of the American members are 
maembers of a secretorganization, which is none 
other than the American Pharmaceutical Sov- 

| Clesty, whose objectisto faver the old college 
- and put it at the head of the list of Pharmaceu- 
tical colleges in this country. 

One of the members,a well-known Sixth- 

, avenue druggist, said yesterday: ‘‘The trouble 

‘lies largely in our President, Ewen McIntyre. 
He evidentiy wants to.die in the President’s 
ohair and eaters solely to the German element 
to keep there and trains with them altogether. 
T have heid that az American institution should 
be run by Americans or else it fails as a factor 
toward the improvement and develepment of 
an American public. I have been accused of 
wanting to keep poor beys out of the institu- 
tton by ineisting that the rates of tuition should 
be higher. These accusations have been made 
entirely by the German clement, who have 
eteadily put down the price of tuition until the 
place has become practically a training school 

‘for paupers. if the institution ceuld be run as 
@ free iustitution I would be in favor of that, 
butlI would insist that nobedy be allowed to 
enter as a student who could not pass an exan.- 
ination in general studies equal te a grammar 
schoo! graduxte. 

** Another thing: Of late years there has been 

. @ Very apparent desire to foist upon the college 
the German system of pharmaey. Every civ- 
llized country on the globe publishes every 10 
years the work known as ‘ Pharmacopia.’ ur- 
ing the last two editions of the American work 
it has been filled with plagiarisms from the 
German Pharmacopia, whichis mainly due to 
the German element having control of the Col- 
lege of Pharmacy of this city. The American 
Pharmaceutical Society proposes that the next 
edition of ‘Pharmacopia’ shall be distinetly 
American and pur‘ed from every tinge of 
Teutonic taint.” 

The same person said that under the so-called 
German régime at the College of Pharmacy in 
this city, Prof. Heebner, the quizzing master in 
pharmacy, had:been allowed to use a work of 
bis own to quiz from instead of the standard 
text book prescribed by the directors. Prof. 
Heebner bad denied this, but several of the 
American students had complained about It. 

Ewen Mclntyre, the President of the college, 
when spoken to about this mattersaid: “I 
wantto kuow. I hadn't heard of it; perhaps 
Prof. Bedford has been talking again. He’sa 
funny man; he’s all your friend or all your 
enemy, and if anything cresses him he goes 
around gossiping like an old woman. Well, 
well! Come to think, I did read something 
aboat a row, but it don’t amount to anything, 
depend upon it.” 

he fact remains, however, that there is much 
bitter feeling en the part of the anti-German 
members of the college, and the German junta 
will be obliged to effeet a compromise with the 
dissatisfied American members or, it is threat- 
ened, nearly every American druggist in the 
city will withdraw from and totally ignore the 
College of Pharmacy, which they claim is now 
engaged in turning out batches of incompetent 
drug clerks to prey on the profession. 





STILL A LACK OF WATER. 

The same old complaint ef deficient water 
supply continues to be made by the househela- 
ers, and the stereotyped answer continues to be 
made by the Water Regisior on blanks printed 
in the Winter of 1887 that the department is 
distributing ‘all the water which the aqueduct 
Is capable of holding and conveying to the city, . 
and the decrease in pressure is due to increased 
consumption of water, caused by the consumers 
allowing the water to run through the faucets 
in houses day and nizht to prevent freezing in 
the service pipes; also by the rapid growth of 
population, commerce,and manufactures, erec- 
tien of new buildings, enlargement of old build- 
ings, and other circumstanees beyend the con- 
trol of the department,” and ending with the 
volunteered statement: ‘‘The only way in 
which people can obtain Water above the eleva- 
tion to whieh itruns by its own pressure is by 
the use of pumps and tanks.”’ 

The fear has long been expressed by the en- 
gineers of the Croton Aqueduct thatif a greater 
ee ort was put upon it the old tunnel would 

urst its bounds and the city would be deprived 
ofits entire supply for a week. Under this 
moral pressure the building of the new aque- 
duet was facilitated to the utmost by the city, 
and over a year ago it was publicly declared 
that the present month or the month of May 
at the furthest would find the new aqueduct in 
operation. It appears that the promise was too 
apecific to be true. Now the opening of the new 
aqueduct is promised in another year. 





A VERDICT IN AN OLD SUIT. 

The suit of Joseph J. O’Donohue and 
James McoGevern against Zachariah E. Sim- 
mons was decided by ajuryin the Supreme 
Court, before Judge Barrett, yesterday, for the 
third time in favor of the plaintiffs. Simmons, 
in June, 1870, went on the bond of Sheriff 
James O’Brien with Michael 8S, Purcell, who has 
since diea, to the amount ef $6,381 94. Pur- 
cell had obtained a judgment of $3,190 97 
against James W. Brodie, and under the protec- 
tion of the bond and directed by Simmons and 
Purcell, Sheriif O’Brien levied on property 
which proved to belong to Francis W. Brodie. 
Francis W. Brodie brought against O’Brien in 
the Saperior Court and recevered a verdiet of 
$16,922 35. Sheriff O'Brien assigned his claim 
against his sureties te the plaintifie, O’ Donohue 
and MoGovern, in 1879. Their verdiet is for 
$5,500, with interest.

A LARGE TRUST FUND INVOLVED IN 
MRS. TURNBULL’S SUIT. 

Asuit has been. begun in the Supreme 
Court by Mrs. Grace Townsend Turnbull against 
the executors ef her first husband, James R. 
Smith, which will involve the construction of 
hie will. ¥Franeis M. Smith, a brother, and 
Walker Breeze Smith, a nephew of James R. 
Smith, were allowed to come in as defendants, 
and yesterday, before Judge Ingraham, in S8u- 
preme Court, Speeiel Term, Mr. Ledyard of 
Carter, Rollins & Ledyard, counsel for Mrs. 
Turnbull, argued his demurrers to the answers 
of the defendants. . 

When Townsend Smith, the only son of James 
R. Smith, died at Fortreas Menroe, where his 
yacht, the Enchantress, had put in en secount 
of his sickness, on Dec. 23, 1888, he left a will 
by which his half-brother, Henry Graham Turn- 
bull, was to reeeive $100,000 of hys estate, and 
his mother, Mrs. Grace Townsend Turnbull, 


"$200,000, The will was admitted to probate 


and Mrs. Turnbull qualified as executrix: 

‘The will of James R. Smith left a trust of 
$100,000 for the benefit of Townsend Smith, 
which was to become his absolutely on reaeh- 
ing his majority. This fund Townsend Smith 


toek possession of on May 18, 1888. Another 
trust of $200, was established. When 
Townsend Smith reached tbe age of 25 years, 
if he had no debts and was of good mera} char- 
acter, the fund was te become his absolutely. 
Otherwise he was to enjoy its beneiit for life. 
‘his trust fund comprises the $200,000 which 
by his will his mother was to receive. 

Mr. Ledyard urged that, in any event, Mrs. 
Turnbull was entitied to receive the money. As 
to neither of the funds, he said, did the testator 
inmake any provision for the disposition of the 
principal in case of the deatn of Townsend 
Smita, except the contingent provision in regard 
to thé second. The residuary clause of the will 
left the residuary estate to Mr. Smith’s issue, 
and, peculiar as it might be, Townsend Smith’s 
executrix was thus entitled to the money. 

Mr. Frederic R. Coudert argued in opposition 
that the intent of the testator must be taken 
into consideration, and that nothing was more 
natural then that Mr. Smith intended, in case 
Townsend Smith died before the second trust 
fund came into his pessession, that it should be 
divided between those next in his affections— 
his widow and his next of kin, in this case his 
Drether and his nephew. 

Judge Ingraham will take briefs in the case. 





PARIS. 


A’ DETAIL OF PICKED MEN TO GUARD 
THE AMERICAN EXHIBITS. 

Thirty picked men of the United States 
Marine Corps will sail to-day for France on the 
steamer LaGascogne. They are under the com- 
mand of Capt. Williams, United States Marine 
Corps, whe has with him Lieut. Paul 8t. C. Mur- 
phy, also of the Marine Corps. 

This body of men, representing the flower and 
pride of the Marine Corps, will guard the Amer- 
ican exhibit in Paris during the, coming Exposi- 
tion. ‘ 

The request for this guard was made a menth 
ago by Gen. W. B. Franklin, United States Com- 
missioner to the Exposition. As soon as it was 


desided to send the men, the Colonel command- 
ant of the Marine Oorps issued erders for the 
selection of the detail, requiring in the very first 
instance that only native-born Amerieans 
should comprise the foree. ‘he men were 
picked, not unly fer their good records, but for 
their martial bearing and soldierly depertment. 
It will be remembered that at the last great 
international display in Paris the United States 
hada similar guard on duty, and the praise 
it received was highly complimentary to the 
etficieney of the Marine Corps. 

Fer the same reason that a detail of regular 
soldiers were not sent to the Isthmus of Panama 
during the trouble in 1885, reguiars from the 
United States Army were not sent to Paris. It is 
the duty of the navy to guard Ameriean prop- 
erty abroad, whether or exhibition or otherwise. 

The presence of this fine body of soldiers in a 
foreign capital will naturally have a wholesome 
effect in one way. It is suggestive that the 
American Nation ‘has many more of the same 
kind at home. . 


MORE DUPES FOUND. 


MARINES GOING TO 





AGENTS WHO LEFT MONEY, THEY SAY, 
WITH BOOK CANVASSER LOOMIS. 

The arrest of Ernest Y. Loomis, on the 
charge of cleaning out the office of the Loomis 
National Library Agsoelation, preferred by the 
stockholders, brings to light evidence to show 
that a good many people are financially interest- 
ed in-Loomis’s operations. ‘It is charged that 
allthe agents whom he employed as district 
managers were badly duped. They were to 
open an office, oversee the shipping of goods, 
and generally superintend the work of the sub- 
agents or canvassers. Each manager would 
have control of a stock worth more than $4,000 


and would be required to deposit only $1,500 as 
® guarantes, which could be withdrawn when 
the business connection ceased. 

Mr. J. W. Upperen, a lawyer in this city, has 
in charge a suit of George W. Warren, one of 
these distriet managers, who wants his money 
back. In order to obtain evidence Mr. Upperen 
advertised for ‘‘ people who had had unsatis- 
fuotory dealings with Loomis’g association.” 
The replies indicated that Loomfs did not insist 
on the deposit of $1,500. He took what he could 
get. H: L, Viller gave him $500, W. J. Farrar 
of Philadelphia $200, and letters from a dozen 
other sources to Mr. Upperen are from people 
who deposited all the way from $200 io $1,000. 
In return each was given an agency and a stock 
oi books, but the stock was so antiquated as to 
be practically useless. As a natural result the 
agencies were soon given up. The deposit, 
however, was bot returned in any case re- 
ported. 





BROUGHT DOWN TO ONE MAN. 

The meeting of the Manhattan Club 
Thursday night, so'far as the forgeries of the 
ballots at the last election are concerned, 
amounted to little more than the organization 
of the Buard of Managers, which will continue 
its investigatiens, and eventually try the ac- 
cusel person. The counsel of the suspected 
member did not appear before the board as was 
declared, nor did it receive any communication 
from him. 

But thisis decided: There is now only one 
persen who wiil come before the buard forstrial. 
The variety of handwriting on the ballots is ox- 
plained by the Board of Management by the 
tact that the offender had an aecessory—proba- 
bly an office boy—exercise his ingenuity upon 
the blanks, Thus all the false. votes were casu 
by one hand, te the number of 180.

A written set of charges has been served 
upon the accused, and new he will answer, 
either affirming or denying. Then a meoting 
of tbe board will be held, and thé accused will 
appear before it personally or by counsel te 
plead. Subsequently a trial will takerplace, and 
finally a report by the managers $v the club, 
=e expulsion or exoneration of the ac- 
cused,

|POLES MUST COME DOWN 


JUDGH WALLACH DENIES THE 
WESTERN UNIONS PLEA, 
THE UNITED STATES COURT REFUSES TO 

RESTRAIN THE SUBWAY BOARD FROM 

REMOVING POLES AND WIRES. 

Judge Wallace of the United States Cir- 
cuit Court rendered his decision yesterday in 
the sult brought by the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company to restrain the Board of Elec- 
trical Control from interfering with its wires. 
Judge Wallace deeides that the telegraph com- 
pany’s ground for the desired injunction is not 
well taken, but he holds that, as regards the 
wires attached to the elevated railroad struct- 
ures, the company cannot be interfered with. , 
“This case,” says Judge Wallace, ‘‘ presents 
the general question whether certain acts of 
the municipal authorities of the city of New- 
York respecting matters of grave local concern 
dene or about to be done pursuant to powers 
devolved upon them by the Legislature of the 
State are sueh an invasion of/the paramount 
authority of the National Govermment as to 


render them unwarranted. The mere statement 
ef the proposition shows that the complainant 
has properly invoked the jurisdiction of this 
court, and has arigoyto rely upon its interpo- 


sition by injunction if the acts ef the defend- . 


ants are thus unwarranted, are injurious to the 
complainant, and are of a nature remediabie by 
courts of equity. 

“Telegraph companies that have accepted 
the restrictions ana obligations of the laws of 
Congress ot July 24, 1866, become, as to Gov- 
erment business agencies, of the General Gov- 
ernment, and are given the privilege to ‘ con- 
struct, maintain, and operate linea of telegraph 
over and along any post road of the United States, 
but not so as to interfere with ‘the ordinary 
travel’ on such roads. All the streets of the 
city of New-York are post roads, because they 
are letter carrier routes; and all railroads are 
post roads.” 

Judge Wallace held that persons and corpora- 
tions enjoying grants and privileges from the 
United States, exercising Federal ageneies and 
engaged in inter-state commerce, were not be- 
yond the, operation of the laws of the State in 
whieh théy reside or carried on business; and 
it was only when those laws incapacitate or 
unreasonably impede them in the exercise of 
their Federal privileges or duties, and transcend 
the powers which each State possesses over its 
purely domestic affairs, whether of police or 
internal commerce, that they invade the 
national jurisdiction, The statutes which 
the defendants’ men were proceeding 
to enforce unquestionably belonged in the 
category of police regulations, the power 
to,establish which had been left to the individ- 
ual States. Applying these principles, it was 
now to be considered whether the statutes in 

uestion or the acts of the defendants under 
them can be defended under the State power of 
police regulation, or whether what was pro- 
peces to be dene exceeded in any respect the 

oundaries of legitimate regulation and en- 
croached uponthe rights of the complainant 
founded upon the law of Congress or incidental 
to the nature of its commerce. 

According to Judge Wallace it was not appar- 
ent how the regulation proposed impaired in 
any just sense the privilege granted to the tele- 
graph company by the law of Congress. The 
privilege to maintain telegraph wires ‘ over 
and along” post roads was not to be construed 
so literally as to exclude regulations by the 
State respecting location and mode of construc- 
tion and maintenance, which the public inter- 
ests demand, but is*to be construed so as to 
give effect to the meaning of Congress, which 
‘was 10 grant an easement that would afford 
telegraph companies all necessary facilities, 
and which to that extent should be beyond the 
reach of hostile legislation by the States. 

Judge Waliace directed that an order be en- 
tered denying the injunction and vacating the 
stay that was granted regarding the removal of 
complainants’ poles and wires, and granting an 
injunction against any interference by the de- 
fendants with the Western Union’s use of the 
elevated struetures, 

Mayor Grant said he was much pleased, but 
not surprised by the decision of Judge Walla ce. 
**As soon asl receive the order dissolving the 
injunctien,” Mayor Grant went on, ‘I shall 
direet the Commissioner of Public Works to re- 
move all the poies and aerial wires where there 
are subways. ltis probable that I shall not re- 
ceive the court’s order until Monday. My order 
to Commissioner Smith will then specify the 
streets from which the {ncumbrances must be 
removed,”’ 

Commissioner Smith said he would be ready 
to execute the Mayor’s order as soon as he re- 
ceived it. . ** I have already made provision,’’ he 
said, ‘for the resumption of the use of gas in 
districts from which it will be necessary to re- 
move electric light poles. The people will not 
be deprived of lightin the enforcement of a law 
againat 1ts violators.”

JERSEY CITY’S GOVERNMEN®P SURE TO 
HAVE A GREAT DEAL OF TROUBLE. 
There are signs of exciting times ahead 

in Jersey City. The present Board of Finance 

yesterday determined to reorganize at a meet- 
ing this morning. and to fight the appointees 

Mayor Cleveland may select, in pursnance of 

the new city charter accepted by the people at 

the election on Tuesday. 

The present Board of Finanee consists of 
Moesars. Emil E, Doty, Thomas D. Jerdan, A. A. 
Hardenbergh, Joseph Warren, and John Edel- 
stein. The terms of Messrs. Warren and Edel- 
stein expire to-day. Mr. Warren was selected a 
year age to succeed himself,and a few weeks 


later Capt. John D. Frazer of Abendroth Broth - 
ers Was ehosen to succeed Mr. Edelstein. The 
new members, with the hold-overs of the new 
board, will meet this merning and aclect a new 
President, ego Commissioner Doty, and a 
new clerk, probably John T. M. Kaylor, the 
present assistant clerk. They will formally de- 
clare themselves the legally-eonstituted Board 
of Finance and resolve to hold their places till 
the courts shall have decided their rights in the 
premises. , 

Mayor Cleveland will probably appoint his 
Board of Fitance under the new charter on 
Monday. They will claim the city property 
and oity moneys and meet with a refusal, and 
their only recoarse will bea writ of quo war- 
ranto under which the existing board will be 
required to show cause why it should not sur- 
render. 

The Board of Finance holds the purse strings 
of the city. The City Controller, City Colleetor, 
and City Treasurer are its appointees, and these 
gentlemen will refuse to surrender to the May- 
or’s appointees, Tho result must be a dead- 
lock in the expenditure of public moneys and a 
practical suspension of municipal functions. 

The attituae ‘the other oilty boards—tke 
Works, Poliee and Fire Boards—may assume 
toward the contrdéversy will be largely influ-. 
enced by the decision of the Board of Finance 
to fight. 

The indications are that there will be two 
governments in the city, both claiming to be 
the legai poet 

The act establishing the new charter is to be 
contested on several grounds. First, it is

ps gre erp There is, secondly, a constitution- 
al objection tothe local option clause. It is 
alse objected that the Legislature has no right 
that the courts will recognize to overthrow and 
revolutionize a Local Government on two days’ 
notice, And, finally, it is claimed that Alder- 
man O'Neill, who as Acting Mayor issued the 
proclamation for the election, had no right to 
act in the premises. 

Jersey City was rent last evening with rumors 
that, immediately upon the Mayor making his 
appointments, the police will take possession of 
the City Hall, drive the present ineumbents out 
and put the bew appointees in possession. But 
it is not believed that such extremes will be re- 
sorted to. Ex-Judge Allen L. MoDermott last 
evening said that a peaceabie solution of the 
difficulty will be ,seught by more legislatien. 
With Gov. Abbett he has perfected a bill that 
will be presented to the Legislature next Mon- 
day evening, calling the Supreme Court of the 
State together within 30 days to adjudicate the 
questions in dispute. The Judges are to hear 
the arguments and determine the issue at ones. 
Pending the litigation, the Chief Justice is to 
authorize oue or the other side to assume the 
eity oftiees and exercise and discharge muni- 
cipal functions.

PERHAPS WAS LOST. 


A WATCHMAN OF THE PLANET MILLS 
MISSING—THE DAMAGE BY THE FIRE, 
One life is believed to have been lost in 

the flerce fire whieh consumed the Planet Mills 

in Brooklyn yesterday morning. The night 

watchman, James McNeely, who lived at 233 

Hoy ot-street, is missing, and it is feared his 

body is in the ruins. He was seen afew minutes 

before the fire broke out by a policeman, and 
wasthen entering the building to make his 


regular half-honrly inspestion. Yesterday his 
daughter reported that he had not beer home, 
and a search in his usual resorts tailed to dis- 
cover him. 

The police have atheory that McNeely has 
gone off onaspree. A man reported to the 
Third Precinct Station House yesterday that 
McNeely had been seen five hours after the fire 
in a saloon near the factory. This story could 
not be verified. 

The origin of the fire is still a mystery, but 
Chief Engineer Nevins believes it was caused by 
spuntaneous cembustion. It started in what is 
known as the “hatching” room, where the raw 
jute is treated with oii and water. It is possi- 
ble that some of this oil-soaked jute might have 
become ignited by spontaneous combustion. 

Buchanan & Lyall, the owners of the burned 
factory, estimate their loss by the fire at $500,- 
000. That figure includes damage in conse- 
quence of the stoppage of their business. They 
had been rushed for over two months in order 
to fill heavy contracts, and had been working 
night and day since Jan. 6. Mr. Lyall saia yes- 
terday that their less on these contracts woald 
aggregate over $100,000. Very nearly as much 
more should be credited to the enforced idle- 
ness while the factory is being rebuilt. The 
burned building cost about $75,000. It was 
totally destroyed. The jute stored in it was 
supposed to be worth as mueh more, but large 
quantities had been carted away during the 
pret fortpight. The machinery was valued at 


000, 

All the boeks of the firm are in the ruins, and 
Mr. Lyall thought yesterday that he hai left 
the insurance entirely in the hands of the 
Mutual Insurance Company of New-England, a 
co-operative sencern, which had placed its risks 
with about twenty agencies throughout New- 
England. The aggregate insurance will amount 
to about $600,000, 





STEERING BY STHAM. 


A TUGBOAT CAPTAIN’S' DEVICE 
SAVE MUCH MUSCULAR EXERTION, 
A wnique and handy contrivance for 
steering by steam has been exhibited on 
board the steamer Gemini. The Gemini is a 
large new twin-screw propeller owned by 8. B. 
Greacen of Perth Amboy, and is engaged in 
towing about New-York. Her steering appli- 
ance was invented by herowner and Captain, 
and is the only one of its kind in existence, 
In the pilet house the only apparatus notice- 
able is an upright wooden lever. The base of 
this lever conneets with a drum whichis hidden 


in a box placed in the forward part of the pilot 
house. Over this drum runs a light brass chain, 
connecting in the engine room with the throttle 
of a steam valve. By moving the lever in the 
pilot house to either side the throttle in the en- 
gine room is opened, and steam is admitted to 
an ordinary cylinder placed athwartships. The 
moment the lever is steppea the valve closes, 
and no more steam gains admittance, 

Out of each end of the cylinder runs a piston 
rod connecting with the heim. [n order.to move 
the rudder it is only necessary to heave the 
leyer over to the desired side and just soe-far as 
it is needed to placethe helm. The moment the 
hand is taken from the lever the steam valve 
closes. The device is greatly admired by 
tugboat men, all of whem know whut work is 
necessary to heave a wheel hard a-port or hard 
a-starboard ina tideway. Mr. Greacen said he 
thought the apparatus could be fitted to any 
tugboat for about $300. The lever can be moved 
by the little finger, and so far as effectiveness 
goes the fact that it is suecessfully working on 
one of the busiest tugboats in New-York Harbor 
is looked upon as proof that it receives its share 
of hard usage.

NEW PARKS LAND. 


HITCHES IN THE EXECUTION OF THE 
DEEDS TO THE CITY. 

Controller Myers intended to pay the 
awards for the various parcels of land in the 
new parks in the annexed district and Weat- 
chester County yesterday. He had the war- 
rants ready, but none of them was paid out. 
The attorneys for only afew of the preperty 
owners appeared at his office, and all of them 
were mot by conaltions which they were unable 
to comply with immediately, or which they 
positively refused to fuliill. 

Most of the applieants for warrants were 
asked to present certificates from the West- 
chester County Supervisors showing that there 
were no tax liens against their property. The 
tax records of Westehester seem to be in a eon- 
tused state, and Controiler Myers is desirous to 
have the certificates from the. Supervisors to 
prevent future trouble. The atterneys who re- 
fused to pass the deeds ef the property they 
represented were disturbed by the fact that 
Corporation Counsel Beekman and his assist- 
ant, Mr. ©. N. Harris, had drawn the instru- 
ments to cover all water rights claimed by the 
owners of the uplands of Pelham Bay Park. 

Alter tne New Parks bill was passed by the 
Legislature owners of Pelham Bay land pro- 
cured from the State Land Office paterts for 
land between high and low water marks. Some 
of them claim that the land covered by the 
patents does net ge with the uplands con- 
demned for park purposes. Corporation Coun- 
sel Beckman insists that the patents were be- 
fore the Commissioners who appraised and con- 
demned the land, and that the estimates of 
value were partly based on them, For the par- 

ese of olearly defining the city’s title in the 

eods, in view ef some discussion respecting the 
water grants, he quoted from the patents the 
descriptions of the land under water. 

The attorneys of Mr. 8. B. Duryea and Mr. 
James M. Furman and Julia L. Ellis were these 
who refused to sign the Corporation Counsel’s 
deeds. They: presented others prepared by 
themselves. Oontroller Myers made formal 
tenders to them of the money awarded for the 
land, his purpose being to prevent the charging 
of interest on the money until the settlement of 
the controversy. 

If the city’s officers are wrohg in the theory 
that all the water righta of the owners of the 
Pelham Bay Park uplands pass with the 
uplands, the city will either have to pay for 
those rights or else submit to have its park 
shutin from Leng Island Sound by the action 
of the property owners in filling in the 
space they elaitm. ‘To settle the matter the 
upreme Oourt, General Term, will probably 
have to recommit to the Commissieners of 
Appraisemens their report on the land in 
question. The Commissioners will then be 
enabied to say whether they have eonsidered 
the water-grant patents as elements of value, 
or, if they have not already considered them, 
to appraise them so that the city may take 
them immediately.

**No free beer’ was the decision of the 
Columbia Sophomores as to their ‘‘Triumph” 
next June. The completion of their required 
mathematical course is always an occasion for 
rejoicing with college students, and many think 
the joy cannot reaeh its climax unless the 
amber fluid is the cause thereof.

lumbia men yesterday followed the preeedent of 
"90 and voted to provide no beer for their fel- 
low-collegians. The class has been greatly ex- 
cited during the past week discussing the sub- 
ject pro and eon. 

At the meeting a week ago the question was 
postponed until yesterday, As the vete on 
postponement was reeognized as a test vote, 
and as the President of the class then cast the 
deciding vote for postponement, which was sup- 
posed to favor the beer men, the decision of 
in sopra was awaited with anxiety by both 
sides. , 

At the meeting yesterday arguments wer 
breught ferward by both siaes, one of the 
“drys” making a greatiy-extended speeeh. 
While the voting was going on, electioneering 

ractices were indulged in on both sides, Be- 
ore the vote was counted the * whip’ for the 
beer side saw three members of the class just 
entering the grounds. Supposing they were 
faverable to his side, he calied them in and de- 
manded that their votebecounted. The demand 
was aeceded to and the vote was announced. 
The “‘dry” faction had won by a vote 
of 26 to 23. ‘The three members 
whose votes had been demanded by 
the .“"whip” of the ‘“ wets’ voted ‘‘dry.” 
In case of a tie the President's vote would have 
been cast with the “ wets.” Thus by their own 
zeal the wets were defeated. The eollege au- 
thorities will not ailow the use of the college 
campus to the Sophomores, aa they did last 
year, because of the inflammable nature of the 
“Old Building” or the ** Maison du Punk,” 
which originally served as the Deaf and Dumb 
Asylum before the eollege secured the property.

A VALUABLE GIFT TO CORNELL, 
TruHaca, N@Y., April 12.—Ex-President White 
writes as foliows to Cornell University: 


CalkO, Egypt, March 18, 
Charles Kendall Adams, LL. D., President of 
Cornell University, Ithaca, N. Y.: 

MY DEA FRIEND: [ forward this day as a gift to 
the university library a papyrus of much interest 
found about two years since in the tomb of a priest 
of the Ptolemaic period. It represents certain 
chapters of the * Book of the Dead,” is beautifully 
executed, perfectly preserved, and a complete docu- 
ment in every respect. 

The inscriptions are partly hieroglyphic, partly 
hieratic, and in the midst of them are very striking 
pa le meg ay of arecticus sort, the most remark- 
able being “ The Last Judgment of the Soul Before 
Isis and Osiris.” This embraces Osiris upon his 
throne, the great balance before him, the weighing 
of the dead priest’s heart on the scale against “The 
Image of Trath”’ in the other, while about the bal- 
ance are grouped the Weighing, the Recording, and 
the Accusing Gods, the four tuneral Genii, and the 
forty-two Assessors. 

I have also sent to the university a collec- 
tion of about 140 large photographs to illustrate 
ancient and modern Egyptian art, (especially 
architecture and life,) and with these a collectien 
of more recent and vajuable books upon Egypt, 
which will, I trust, form a useful supplement to the 
noble works on that subject which the university 
already possesses.

OLEOMARGARINE NOT IN FAVOR. 
NEW-HAVEN, Conn., April 12.—A study of the 
workings of the new oleomargarine law showsa. 


remarkable falling off in the use of the product 
in the State last year. Thereportof Dairy Com- 
missioner Tatew gives the figures as follows: 


“Forthe yearending Sept. 1, 1886, the sale of 
olegmargarine in Connecticut aggregated 2,656,884 
pounds. For the year ending last July the sale az- 
gregated only Soter nee 8, @ falling off of nearly 
two million pounds. he opponents of oleumarga- 
rine are correspondingly happy, for they say that 
the sales of genuine butter have increased in an 
amount corresponding to the deerease of the con- 
sumption of the manufactured article.” 

The oleomargarine law puts $25,616 into the 
National Treasury in taxes yearly. Sellers of 
the stuff must pay a yearly tax of $48, while 
manufacturers pay 3 tax of 2 cents per pound. 
Commissioner Tatem finds the law governing 
the manufacture and'sale of spurious butter a 
good one. There is very little infringement of 
it on the part of dealers.

Annie and Carrie Hally, aged 15 and i7, left 
their home in Newark and ran away to Vine- 
land to get work.. They found nothing to do, 
however, and last week started for home, 
Their money gave eut and they had to walk, 
and yesterday they reached New-Brunswick 
weary, footsore, disheartened, and utterly un- 
able to walk any further.

TESTIMONY TO SHOW THAT HE USED 
FIREARMS RECKLESSLY. 

There was another hearing yesterday be- 
fore Surrogate Owen T. Coffin of Westchester 
County, at White Plains, in the contest over the 
will of Franeis W. Lasak, who died at Dobbs 
Ferry in February, leaving a will with seven 
codicils, bequeathing his estate, variously es- 
timated at between $1,000,000 and $5,000,000, 
to his daughters. 

It was the inequality of the bequests which 
caused the contest. To his favorite daughter, 
Mrs. Cordelia D. Chauvet, whe resided with 
him up to the time of his death, he gave one- 
third of his estate during life. At her death 
her son is to receive $50,000 and the remainder 
is to goto charitable institutions. To another 
daughter; Mrs. Antoinette L. Schermerhoru, who 
is the contestant in these proceedings, he left 
only the income of $30,000 during her life. 

The usual objections of unsqund mind, undue 
influence, &e., are the grounds of the contest. 
The executor of the will, John D. Wendel of 
Thirty-ninth-street and Fifth-avenue, this city, 
presented a request to withdraw as the pro- 
ponent of the will and to have mo connection 
with the proceedings. As the point was a 
rather novel one, the Surrogate reserved his 
decision on 1%. It was also intimated that Mrs. 
Chauvet would join Mrs. 8ehermerhorn as a 
contestant, owing tothe manner in which her 
leg acy was left her, 

Henry A. Rogers, New-York merchant, testi- 
fied to peeuliarities he had noticed in Mr. La- 
sak’s actions and manner. He was very irritable 
and stubborn to deal with, he said. 

John Scott and Andrew J. Field, both colored, 
of Yonkers, who had been the testator’s nurses 
for the month preceding his death, testified that 
he would sometimes appear irrational and talk 
excitedly to himeelf in German. Mrs. Chauvet 
was there west of the time. 

C. Shaffer Storms of New-York testified to Mr. 
Lasak’s actions when he would meet him on the 
trains between Dobba Ferry and New-York. 
Sometimes he weuld know him and sometimes 
not. At other times he would mistake him for 
his (Lasak’s) son, Edgar. Some of the ‘con- 
ductors used to call him the “Crazy Captain.” 

Mrs. Adelia Lasak testified to having married 
the testator’s son, Edgar. Only a year after 
this marriage the testator teld her he would 
give her $10,000 if she would get a divorce 
from Edgar and marry him, He would get very 
angry sometimes and pull out his hair. Once 
he bought a pistol and gave it to her, telling 
her to tell Edgar to take it ‘‘and blow his head 
off” At another time he called at her house to 
see Edgat, and while waiting for him took upa 
double-barreled shotgun and fired both barrels 
through a rear window, smashing the whole 
window casing, 

The case was adjourned to April 24. 





HAYII STILL IN THROES. 


AN EARTHQUAKE SCARES EVERYBODY 
AND KILLS NOBODY. 

Capt. Shaw of the steamship Delta, which 
arrived yesterday from Port de Paix, reported 
that the situation in Hayti was unchanged. The 
Delta was the British vessel which was seized 
by one of Légitime’s gunboats under the suspi- 
clon of having contraband of war on beard. 
She was afterward released and sent to Cape 
Haytien with the Commissioners who unsuc- 
cessfully sued for peace with Hipolyte’s party. 

Capt. Shaw had no fault to find with the 
treatment he had reeeived, having been gener- 
ously paid for the voyage to Cape Haytien. 
“We heard in Port de Paix,’ he said “ that 
fighting had taken place and that Légitime had 
been worsted, but, then, you cannot tell from 
what the people in Port de Paix would say, 
anyway. That place is on the fence, so to 
speak, and hag not much interest in the struggle 
en either side. 

“The Delta was in Port de Paix at the time 
of the big earthquake, the last of March. I was 
in my berth at the time the shock was first feit, 
and it was as perceptible on board ship as on 
land almost. { was awakened at about 1 o’clock 
in the morning by feeling the vessel jump and 
throb all ever, exactly as if she had gone 
ashore and was running along over a rocky 
bottom. She started with a jerk and continued 
trembling for some time. There was consider- 
able damage done on. lard, the large church in 
town suffering the most. The house in whieh 
my supercargo was spending the night was 
badly wrecked. His bed was close to a wall, 
the top of which tumbled over in the outward 
direction. If it had fallen in the opposite 
direction it would have come down on tep of 
Mr. Ryder and probably have killed him. No- 
body was killed and only a few people were 

urt.’ 





TERRORIZING HER NEIGHBORS.

Nierny, while suffering last night from demen- 
tia, attempted to kill Mrs, Mary Petit and her 
daughter, who live in the same house on Broaa- 
way. She attaeked them with a big mallet and 
chased them to their apartments. They barely 
had time to getinside and bolt the door, and 
then she tried to «mash it in with an axe. 

To-day the Petits and Mrs. McNierny’s hus- 
band appeared before Judge Neill and asked for 
her arrest. Six months ago Mrs. McNierny sud- 
denly attaeked and nearly xilied Mrs. Connors, 
who at th.t time lived in the house with her. 
Justice Neillissued an order for her commit- 
ment to the county jail.
